duties 
that ought to be changed and that It 
Is the duty of congress to act speed- 
ily." 


Declaring then that, under 
parlia- 
mentary usage in the %)use and sen-

modification of the rules so as to ren-

the trade or t o maintain certain prices. 


The court decided, however, that the 
Temple Iron company is a combination 
of anthracite coal carrying railroads in 
violation 
of 
the' Sherman 
anti-trust 
law, and granted 
the pr,i5-er of 
the 
government for an injunction restrain- 
ing that corporation from continuing 
a violation of the act. 


The sum and substance is that the 
government wins only one of several 
points, that in thé' Temple Iron case, 
and the defendants will not be com- 
pelled to change the present prices of 
coal as a result of the court's decision. 


Three Differing Opinions.

There were comfortable chairs 
of mission style, rugs on the floors and 
in an adjoining room were more tables 
and chairs for convenience or reading 
oil amusements. 


"Do you think this is a pretty and 
homelike place?" the young girl in the 
pink gown wafe asked. 
And the read- 
iness and, heartiness with which she 
replied lëft no room for doubt , of her 
sincerity when she saw, "Well,-! should 
say I do."

This was a glimpse of the recrea- 
tion room, or living room it might 
well be called, in the dormitory build- 
ing just 
completed 
by 
the 
Wayne 
Knitting 
Mills 
company 
on 
their 
grounds 
in 
Knitter's 
avenue. 
This 
dormitory building is a large one, bui'-t 
as its name Implies, as a borne for 
such girls employed at the mills as 
come from out of town to work. 
The 
dormltory, in charge of a man and his 
wife, who have entire supervision of 
the building, is a large, modern, san- 
itary home. No feature has been over- 
looked. The sleeping rooms are in two 
plans, single and double. 
In each are 
one or two windows, heat 
radiators 
and electric lights. 
The 
floors 
are 
stained and neat rugs are laid. 
The 
beds are modeled 
on 
the 
style 
of 
handsome brass ones of p^ain design 
and are enameled in a flnisÎT that looks 
like 
brass. 
Springs, mattresses 
and 
soft bedding further testify that corn- 
fort and not show has been considered 
In the furnishings. 
In several rooms, 
where the girls had become domiciled, 
there were pictures on the walls and 
knick knacks on the dressers, which 
gave a still more homelike appearance 
to the rooms. 
The girls can do as 
they please 
and as they 
can afford, 
have a room alone or with a room- 
mate. 
As for use of the recreation 
rooms, they are open to 10:30 o'clock 
every evening and the matron remains 
within call until the lights are turned 
off. There are no rules. 
Everyone is 
expected to conduct herself as a lady. 


Naturally a girl can have a pleasant 
time under such circumstances. 
She 
may read, sew, write, dance, talk or 
play games. 
The piano and its "play- 
er" are always there with rnany good 
records. 
Sometimes parties are made 
up for the theater or other entertain- 
ment. 
Twice every 
week 
the gins 
•have a chance to go into the base 
ment' of the building, which is the 
recreation room çf the members of the 
Textile club and' which is open from 
noon until 11 o'clock in the evening. 
Tuesdays and Thursdays are the ev- 
enings the young women of the house 
may bowl In the "fine alleys if .they 
like to try gymnastic stunts, or spend 
their odd pennies 
on 
such simple 
sweets as chocolate and salted nuts, 
without any one . to watch thepi but 
the manager and matron of the house. 


This' basement of the building Is 
fitted up completely for the use of the 
Textile club. 
Besides its bowling al- 
leys are billiard and-pool tables and 
there is gymnaistic apparatus. 
Soft 
drinks and cigars can be obtained, but 
no alcoholic drinks. 
The floors are 
excellent, made of cement and 
then 
covered with a cement polish. 
There 
seems to be absolutely no dust in the 
building as 
the 
vacuum 
system of 
heating is lised and the power is sup- 
plied in the operating mills across the 
street. 
Thére is a room in the base- 
ment, too, for use of the Saxonia sing- 
ing society. 
This description of the 
possibilities of amusement in the base- 
ment is Intentionally brief. 
Attention 
Is called particularly to what is done 
for the young women who make the 
dormitory their home while employed 
In the mills. 
About twenty 
young 
women at present have rooms In the 
dor.mitory. 
They can live at an ex- 
pense of 85 cents; $1.25 or/$1.50 
a 
week for a room, as they m&y choose 
to be alone 
or 
with 
a 
roommate. 
Whatever they pay includes everything 
biit meals and In the modern equipped 
laundry in the basement, that is en- 
tirely separated from other rooms cf 
the same floor, a girl can do her own 
laundry work if she chooses and save 
her dimes in that direction. 
Figuring 
three meals a. day and the most ex- 
pensive sleeping room she can get, a 
dormitory girl will have to pay $3.48 
a week. 


Every girl has an inducement 
as 
well as every convenience to keép her- 
self as clean as soap and water can 
make her. 


Soft water is found in the lavatories 
all ovèr the building. 
On the second 
floor are four bathrooms with hot and 
cold water and 
every, 
convenience. 
Evien shower baths are fitted up in the 
dormitory proper and in the basement. 
Still another illustration' of tlje fore- 
sight'of the builders are the rodlny 
lialls, the means of exit 
from 
the 
building' arid the fire' escapes that lead 
to the ground. One room is called the 
sickroom. If a roomer,in tbe hojise- 
talçën 111 she can bè removed to the 
quiet of that room .where a case of 
simple remedies'will be-kept. . ^ In fact, 
there I seems to be nothing' uithpùght 
(^f in providing for the cprivenience and 
cbnifort of t ^ s e resident in the build- 
ing. with , few e?cçeptîOns the giirls 
who make'their,, home in the dormi- 
tory live in .neai-by towns. 
But gen- 
erally these girls go ; home, on Saturday 
aftemobns to iremstin .oyer 
Sundaj^i 
These sleeping arid, llvingroqma of the 
ddrmitory ace, by no means all. of the 
building.- On the second flopr are the 
private suite of rooms occupied by thé 
manager arid his wife. Mr. and Mrs. 
F. Y. Gross. On the main floor are the 
private dihingroom. knd' business room 
for the directors- of the mills and a 
handsome reception, r<>om.' The erreat 
interest of the observer is naturally 
directed to! tlie diningropm which can 
seat: flve^un;3red; peopled The room is* 
ll^ht and r cheery,nvithw'indowj^facing 
aouth : an^d .west. 
At ithe noon'^hopt It 
Is. a beehive with the bees in^sMijarm

fifteen to twenty girls enter the dining- 
room ahead of the big' cf-owd of hun- 
gry folk., As, the result of systematic 
training everyone knows wliat to do. 
Each girl has her own particular share 
of thé-work. 
Movements are almost 
simultaneous. 
Bowls 
of 
steaming 
soup are placed "on the 
tables, ;the 
doors are thrown open and in troop 
thé company of .employes 
and 
séat 
themselves. 
A few come in with their 
own lunch bàskëts, 
but 
they 
are 
equally welcoriie with those who take 
their entire noonday meal from the 
menu provided. 
Everj'one 
has 
the 
privilege of a seat and to buy as much 
or as little as he pleases. 
Water for 
drinking .purposes is.-furnished aU over 
the building from an artesian well be- 
longing to ther'company. 


Different 
prices 
prevail; 
For In- 
stance, one may lunch on soup, bread, 
butter, two vegetables and simple des- 
sert and something to drink for twelve 
cents or one may pay five cents moré 
and have a serving of meat. The help- 
ings are generous. 
The food Is. good 
No cheap meats are 
bought 
as the 
manager buys Wholesale and stores his 
meats in the enormous iceroom and 
refrigerators in the basement of the 
building. 
Good coffee, the "real arti- 
cle," with cream is served. 
The finan- 
cial object In running the diningroom 
Is merely to get the return of what 
the food costs. 
"I have orders never 
to figrure on profits in any way," said 
the chef, ."but 
to 
serve " wholesome 
food." 


Luncheons are also served to the 
employes every morning 
and 
every 
afternoon, free of expense, thus giving 
tired bodies both physical 
rest 
and 
nourishment. 


It Is a little village all by itself out 
in the west part of the city whefe the 
big mills keep their hundreds of em- 
ployes busy six days in a week the 
year round, and the 
big 
dormitory 
building \v:ith 
its 
comforts, conven- 
iences and various sorts of. equipment 
is the center of interest just now.

Mr, Randairs Address. 


I n 
<^dressing 
the 
congress 
Mr. 
Randall, of F o r t Wayne, spoke as fol- 
lows: 


The National Rivers and Harbors con- 
gress stands for a policy and not for a 
project. I am glad that I along with my 
friends of the Mississippi valley can ad- 
vocate a project that is in entire har- 
mony with the plan of this congress. 


Before the country can go to a com- 
prehensive system of inland waterways, 
it must provide trunk line waterways 
from the middle west to the sea. 
There 
are but two waterways possible, from the 
middle west to the sea. within the bor- 
ders of our own land.

The plan is perfectly féasible so far 
as the water \for the operation of ttfe 
canal is concerned; and the simplicity of 
its construction. 
Five, rivers win .empty 
into the summit level ;of the cahal, the 
waters of whiph have been measured hy 
the United States geological survey fot 
the four dryest monOis of each year for. 
four years, and these measurements show 
that there, is sufficient water 
without 
reservoirs or storage basins for the et)- 
eration during the entire yejar of a very 
busy fourteen-foot barge, canal. 
Nesfrly 
half the length of the canal will be liiade 
by canalizing ,the Maumee river 
from 
Toledo to Fort Wayne. 
The balance of 
the- distance from Fort Wayne to Chi- 
cago Is of the simplest kind of canal con,- 
struction. 
Little or no rock will be en- 
countered and the earth is of a kind 
that is easUv handled. 
The summit level 
of the canal will Be 177 feet above the 
Waters of Lake Erie, and. 169 feet above 
Lake Michigan. 
It will have a sumit 
level 110 miles long without a lock or 
a break; sixteen locks will furnish lock- 
age for the entire canal.

' Some of It« Advantages. 


This waterway will have a Kreat ad-' 
vantage over the present water route fur- 
nished by the great lakes. 
It will make 
a saving on every single trip of 450 miles 
and on every round trip 900 miles.

will do awav with the toll gate at Buf- 
falo: for barges and barge fleets woum 
float from Chicago to New Yort without 
breaking of bulk in transit. 
Even with 
the Erie canal completed, the 
cargoes 
from lake vessels would have to be un- 
loaded to get into the canal barges.

feet, and the locks enlarged so as to ac- 
commodate the passage , of lake vessels. 
He says that the Georgian bay and Ot- 
towa river canal will be built, and wlien 
It is completed lake vessels can go with- 
out the breaking of bulk from every part 
of our great lakes to Montreal. 
He also 
says that the St. Lawrence river is being 
so improved that it will be as safe for 
navigation as the ocean itself, and that 
when 
Canada 
has thus 
Impraved 
her 
waterwavs that New York will no longer 
be a rival as an ocean port with Montr^l. 
This means, if it means anything, that 
the people of TTnited States must bestir 
themselves if they would save for them- 
selves the transportation 
that is. their 
own 


Tlie middle west is a 
great 
empire, 
hedged in by insufficient transportation 
facilities. It demands that it shall be en- 
leashed and unfettered, and unless it is, 
it cannot have a fair chance in the mar- 
kets of the world. 


Waterways of Argentina. 


The Argentine Republic has navigable 
waterways, thousands of miles 
inland, 
and wHeat from her grain fields is being 
laid down ' in Liverpool today for sev- 
eral cents a bushel less than our wheat 
Is sold for in New York. 
If our farmers 
shall have an equal chance with their 
competitors, 
they 
must 
have 
equally 
cheap transportation. 
We have the op- 
portunities to furnish this cheap trans- 
portation. 
Shall we do it? 
^ , , 


This congress has done a wonderful 
work 
in educating the 
people to the 
needs of inland waterways. 
It has done 
much, but there Is much more yet to do. 
We cannot do what we ought, nor in the 
time it needs be done, by relying only on 
the current'revemies of the government.. 
We ought to" issue bonds and push the 
work with greater dispatch and greate^r 
certainty of completing it within a reas- 
onable time.. 


L know there is great objection in cer- 
tain quarters and on the part of many 
careful and thoughtful men to the is- 
suing of bonds in time of peace, even, 
for 
needed 
internal 
improvements. 
Uncle Joe Cannon saj's it is a dangerous 
precedent, and Uncle Jim Hill says it 
would shame us in the eyes of posterity 
to issue bonds when no national disaster 
is impending demanding it. 


Pra4se for Cleveland. 


I am an old-fashioned democrat of the 
Cleveland brand, and 1 recall how Mn 
Cleveland was damned by democrats and 
republicans, 
too, for issuing bonds 
in 
time of peace to keep up the gold re- 
serve. 
I approved this act of the man 
that I believe will go down in history, 
as the ablèst and bravest president this 
nation has ever had. 
He alone of all 
the leaders of the time did not hesitate 
which road to take. 
But for Cleveland's 
courage the country would have gone to 
a silver basis in 1893. 
In my opinion 
that was not a time of peace, it was 
.w^—war upon the stability of, our cur- 
rency. 
- 


Ther are times that look like peace 
when there is no peace. 
I believe the 
present is one of them. 
Today it is the 
war of the people against an intrenched 
monopoly; against a transportation sys- 
tem that is everywhere throughout thè 
land without cortpetition. 
Mr. Hill says 
railroad rates are everywhere uniform, 
and everybody ought to know it. I think 
tiiey do.

I said our transportation • system 
is 
without competition and that là so every- 
where throughout 
the 
nation, 
except 
where it is touched by water navigation, 
or where there might be .water naviga- 
tion, if it was not squeezed to death by 
the system. 
I need not tell you thlfr- 
Vou know it. 
Railroad» seem to abhor 
water for transportation 
purposes, 
ex- 
cept where they can make use of it in 
diluting their own stoclts anA;l>qnda.

The railroads are asking to increase 
their rates so as to produce an annual 
income of 1400,000,000 more than their 
pi-esent rates. 
That is what they say, 
but I believe , with half a chance they 
will ,make it miiCh more. 
If not closely 
watched 
this increase will amount 
to 
more than the Nàti<iriâi Rivers and Har- 
boii congress ask to be expended by the 
nation on waterways for ten years. 


If the government could »pend $500,- 
000,000 on waterways in five years, it 
would save to the people thereafter every 
year more than" the amount spent.-^ 


I ain not an enemy of the rallroadsT 
God forbid, but I am a friend of thé peo- 
ple, and I aSk, no restriction on that. 
As 
à matter of fact.-I do not believe water- 
ways will in the least cripple the rail- 
roads. 
Germany owns her own railroads 
and she is i)onstantly 
adding 
to 
her 
waterways. 
Waterways will take front 
the railroads the heavy and bulky freight 
that must be carried'at sm^H cost, and 
furnishes to them high class freight upon 
which the charges will be miich greater. 


Waterways Aid Railroad». 


Th« railroads , in this country will find 
as they have found everywhere~through- 
out Europe, that waterways are an aid 
to them in their earning power, rather 
than the contrary. 


We have said much and argued much 
fcir waterway Improvements, but there is 
an argument more perfervid than 
any 
words we can use. and that is the argu- 
ment of necessity. 
Thf 
railroads 
un- 
aided bv water cannot do all of the busi- 
ness of the country. 
Do you remember 
the y^ars 1905. 1906 and 1907? 
If you 
were-- the shipper of heavy 
and 
bulky 
freight during these years, or a railroad 
operator, you will never forget the night- 
mare of that time. 
During these three 
years of stress the country lost more di- 
rectly and indiréctly. than it would cost 
tO'build every .inland waterway in the 
nation. 
These times-will 
come" again. 
The panic that started in 1907 Is not yet 
over. 
But it will be. 
Trade will re- 
sume its • swing and before another five 
years we will be In a more Ijelplsss state 
than we were three years ago. 
If noth- 
ing else will produce this, the lack of 
terminals will do it. 


You cannot double the business of 1907 
without duplicating every terminal in the 
country. This will cost more than is now 
invested in all of the railway property in 
the nation. 
Mr. Hill admits this, and 
Mr. Shonts says that the increasing cost 
of real estate In the large cities"makes 
it prohibitive for railroads to get it for 
terminals, and he adds that the pro- 
foundest students of the question 
say 
there 
Is no hope of saving 
American 
commerce unless the government comes 
to the aid of the railroads and furnishes 
the terminals. 


Water In the Stocks. 


This is uhdoubtedly true. 
A state- 
ment recently made In regard to the con- 
ditions in Chicago says that there are 
over 2,300 miles of 
railroad 
tracks 
in 
Chicago'; that the appraised value of land 
occupied by these is $300,000,000, but if 
they were to be duplicated the total cost 
of the land and the construction would 
be ten times this ainount. or $3,000,000,- 
000. 
The face value of the stocks and 
bonds of all the steam railroads in this 
countrv' is about 
$16,000,000,000, 
about 
half of which is stock and half bonds. 
Mr. Thomas Ryan said under oath In New 
York that ninety-five per cent, of all the 
railway stock is water. 
He did not say 
how iiiuch of the same liquid is In the 
bonds. It is safe to say that $8,000,000,000 
is more than is Invested In all the rail- 
ways of the countrj'. 
There is no doubt 
that it will cost more than this sum to 
duplicate the terminals in the large cities 
of the country. 


The question of terminals is the vital 
one for the railroads. 
Every car. loaded 
must go' to the terminals to be unloaded. 
A car is a rigid thing, and the track it 
stands on is rigid, and no matter how 
valuable the land ft must have a place to 
rest on. A r«hain is only as strong as its' 
weakest link, and a, railroad is only as 
efficient as It has terminals to handle Its 
business. 
The business of this country 
has in the past doubled every ten years. 
We believe it will continue to do this. 
Terminals sufficient for ten years would 
be wholly inadequate for the decade fol- 
lowing. 


Waterways Only Solution. 


The only solution of the terminal ques- 
tion is waterways. 
Mr. Hill admits this, 
and he says we must have waterways 
that will extend the terminals 
beyond 
the congested cities. 


On every hand we see the necessity for 
waterways. 
They are needed as aids to 
the railroads, that without them c ^ n o t 
do the business of the country. 
They 
are needed as aids to our producers on 
the farm, in the factories and in the 
mines. 
They 
are 
needéd 
to 
furnish 
cheaper necessaries of life to our people. 
They are needed to maintain our position 
in the markets of the world, but more 
than all, the great 
middle 
west, 
the 
garden of the nation, needs them and 
must have them. 
For this empire of 
rarden land, no waterway will be so use- 
ful as the Michigan and Erie canal. 
It 
is the most necessary link In the most 
important waterway in the nation. ^

PRELATE TEUiS HOW 


Baltimore, Md., 
Dec. 
7.—Cardinal 
Gibbons selected for his monthly ser- 
mon in the Cathedral the subject, "A 
Plea for United Christendom," a topic 
whicH was one of the. features of the 
recent 
triennial 
convention 
of 
the 
Protestant Episcopal church in Cincin- 
nati. 


The cardinal sélected passages from 
the Scriptures to show 
t h a t 
church 
unity was the desire of Christ, and 
then asked, "Where, then, shall we find 
this essential unity of faith and gov- 
ernihent? 
I answer, confidently, no- 
where save in the Catholic church." 


After referring to the 
strong 
and 
earnest language in which delegates to 
the Protestant 
Episcopal 
convention 
advocated the reunion o fthese various 
Christian churches. Cardinal 
Gibbons 
said: 


"I am- grateful to the members of the 
convention for the praiseworthy se>iti- 
ments, which they express and which 
reflect honor on their heads and 
hearts. 
And I pray with them that the day 
may be hastened whèn the words of 
our common Redeemer, Jesus 
Christ, 
may be fulfllled, when there 'will be 
one flock and one shepherd.' " 


It was the-rcàrdinals view that this 
consummation can only 
be 
attained 
when all Christians shall recognize one 
Chief Pastor. 
"For we might as well 
expect," declared the prelate, "to îîà.ve 
a united commonwealth with 
several 
independent presidents as to have a 
united church under conflicting spir- 
itual rulers." . 


Cardinal Gibbons held that unity of 
government 
is not 
less essential 
to 
the church of Christ than unity of doc- 
trine. 
"Our divine Savior," continued 
the cardinal, "never 
speaks 
çf 
His 
churches, but of His church. 
He does 
not say, 'Upon these rocks I will build 
ray churches,' but 'Upon this 
rock 
I 
will build my 
church,' 
.from 
which 
words we must conclude that it never 
was His intention to establish or to 
sanction 
various 
conflicting 
disnomi- 
nations, but one corporate body, with 
all the members united under one vis- 
ible head, for as the church is a visible 
body it muSt have a visible head. 


"Our Savior calls His church a sheep 
fold. 'And there shall be made one fold 
and one shepherd.' 
W h a t more beauti- 
ful or fltting illustration of unity can 
we have than that which is suggested 
by a sheep fold? 
All the sheep of a 
flock cling together. 
If they are mo- 
mentarily separated they are impatient 
till reunited. 
They follow in the same 
path. 
They feed on the same pastures 


"They obey the same shepherd and 
fly from the voice of strangers. 
So 
did our Lord intend that all the sheep 
of His fold should be nourished by thë 
samis sacraments and the same bread 
of life; that they should, follow 
the 
same rule of f a i t h ' a s their guide 
to 
heaven; that they should listen t b t h e 
voice of our Chief Pg^tor, and 
that 
they should carefully shun false teach- 
ers." 


Afer declaring that 
the 
essential 
unity 
of faith and 
government 
can 
only be obtained through the Catholic 
church, the cardinal continued: 


"The number of 
Catholics 
in 
the 
world is computed as 250,000,000. They 
all have 'one Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism, one creed.' 
They 
receive the 
same sacraments, they worship at the 
same altar and pay spiritual allegiance 
to' one common head. 
Should a Catho- 
lic be so unfortunate as contumaciously, 
to deny a single article of 
faith, 
or 
withdraw from the communion of his 
legitimate pastors, he ceases to be a 
member of the church, and is cut off 
like a withered branch. 


"Hoi^ sublime and consoling is the 
thought that withersoever a 
Catholic 
goes over the -broad world, whether he 
enters his church in Pekín 
or 
Le- 
bcttirne, in London, or Dublin, or Paris, 
or Rome, or New York, or San F r a n - 
cisco, he is sure to liear the self-same 
doctrine preached, to assist at the same 
sacrifice, and to partake' of the same 
sacraments.

"This is not all.

Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 8.-^Discuss- 
ing the subject of the recent" allega- 
tions in regard to aonditions. at the 
state refôrmatory, Jeffersonville, Phil- 
ip ^K. Reinbold, member of the com- 
mittee, which visited the 
institution, 
said today in an interview that 
the 
training and the school of the insti- 
tution are a farce that should be held 
up to public ridiculé. - 


He stated that the Inspection show-i 
>d the schooling of the inmates of the 
reformatory consisted of an hour and 
a half of different study, after the in- 
mates had come from thèir labor and 
were unable 
to settle 
down to the 
work. 


Get Little Good From. Study. 


" W i t h 
their minds 
s1:ill on 
their 
'tasks' they hurried through the per- 
iod, deriving but little from it," 
he 
says. 


"Consider the meager advantage to 
be gained from an hour and a half in 
any free school, where the pupils have 
nothing but the work on their minds, 
and then realize the worthlessness\ of 
the 
short 
educational 
period 
of 
the 
boys in the reformatorj-, 
where 
the 
tired, distracted boys are supposed to 
get education. 


"Working on the hypothesis that the 
reformatory is a place where the boys 
are to be developed above the 
past 
environment, which caused them to r.e 
sent to the reformatory and that the 
inunction 
is to 
civilize 
them 
out 
of 
crime, the committee charges that the 
real function of 
the 
reformatory 
is 
turned' directly the opposite for the 
profit of the contractors. 


System, Not Official, at Fault. • 


"While the state makes vast appro- 
priations for its university, where the 
boys are able to pay tuition, it neg- 
lects the development of the boys de- 
pendent on it for their civilization. It 
is the S5^tem," says Reibold, "and not 
the oflSciaLs. 
Where the environment 
of civilization and development should 
exist, the sourroundings are those of 
a 
prison, the inmates slaves to 
the 
profit grasping contractors. 
There Is 
no chance to develop the boys from 
their criminal disease a t thé reforma- 
tory 
because 
the 
surroundings 
are 
those which appeal to the criminal in- 
stincts,"

Government Gets,His Nice 
$4,500,000 Out of a 
Leipsic Bank. 


OLD TURK HIT HARD 


Leipsic, Dec. 7.—The suit instituted 
by representatives of the Turkish gov- 
ernment against 
the 
Reichsbank 
to 
compel 
that 
institution 
to surrenjder 
$4,500,000 which it has on deposit to 
the credit of the deposed sulian, Abdul 
Hamid, came before the iinperial su- 
preme court , today. 


When 
Abdul Hamid 
entrusted 
his 
personal fortune to the Reichsbank he 
exacted a solemn agreement that the 
funds should not be withdrawn except 
on presentation of an order under his 
hand and seal. 
After he was driven 
from the throne the new governmeut 
attempted to recover thèse funds and 
laid before the bankers what purported 
to be a letter from the deposed sultan 
authoriing their withdrawal. 


Did Not Have Secret Seal. 


The order, however, 
did not 
bear 
the secret seal agreed upon and 
the 
bank which took the further ground 
that their customer being practically 
a prisoner, was unable to act of his 
own free will, refused to surrender the 
money. 


Suit was then brought against 
the 
.bank in the name of the former sul- 
tan in the provincial court a t Berlin. 
This court 
dismissed 
the 
complaint, 
holding it was brought 
under 
com- 
pulsion and 
otherwise sustained 
the 
contentions of the Reichsbank. 


After the hearing of testinjony, the 
imperial supéreme court refused to en- 
tertain 
the 
plea 
thát 
Abdul 
Hamid 
signed the order of withdrawal under 
duress and decided that t h e 
Reichs- 
bank must pay t h e money as demand- 
ed..

Awful Experience of Seven 
Chinese Girls Shipped 
as White Slaves. 


WITHOUT LIGHT OR 


AIR ON VOYAGE 


Attempt to Smuggle Them 
from Hong Kong Proves 


i 
a Failure» 


San Francisco, Cal.', Dec. T.—Seven 
Chinese girls.captured on Sunday.when 
an attempt was being made to smug- 
gle them ashore from 
the 
steam'er 
Manchuria, told a story y^^terday that 
for brutality concedes nothing to the 
workings of the earlier African slave 
trade. 
Immigration officials say there 
is no doubt that the girls were being 
brought here to oe sold in to the slave 
trade. 
Then- ages are from 14 to 19 
years. 
All but one of them 
declare 
that they were kidnaped in Hong Kong. 
This one had previously been in Amer- 
ica and had been deported. 


No Air and No Light. 


The narrative 
was 
obtained . frc-m 
the girls by Chief Assistant Immigra- 
tion Commissioner Harrj- Edsell, v\ ho 
spoke to them in their own 
tongue. 
They said ihey had made the journey 
from China in a locker fourteen f^^et 
square, below decks, a place without 
ventilation. 
Not a ray of light, nat- 
ural or artificial, did they see on the 
whole voyage. 
The eight Chinese meu 
who were captured at the same time 
as the girls were with them in 
the 
room, but no one else visited 
them 
until they reached port. 
Their only 
food and drink was» some dried fruit 
and cold tea, of which a supply h:id 
been left for them before the departure 
of the boat. 


Country Girl Kidnaped. 


One of the girls, the youngest 
of 
the party, says she had come from lier 
country home on a visit 
to 
Hong 
Kong. 
A smootli-tongued countryman 
told her a great pageant was being 
held on tlie big American steamer and 
said he thought he might be able to 
get an admission 
for her. 
She fell 
into the ti'ap. 
Another says she was 
drugged by her kidnaper. 


Edsell says,a thorough investigation 
is to be made of the operations of the 
smuggling ring that is supposed to be 
at v.-ork. and that every effort will be 
made to discover whether any govern- 
ment officials are involved.

Mutinous Marines at Rio 
Have Surrendered After 
Bloody Revolt. 


MANY SLAIN IN FIGHT 


Traction Employes Mutual 
Benefit Trustees Have 
a Feast. 


Rio Janeiro, Dec. 12.—The revolting 
marines on Cobras island 
formally 
surrendered today and fresh govern- 
ment troops occupied the "barracks. 


Upon the order of the government 
the cruiser Barroso and the scbutin,^ 
ship Rio XSrande Do Sul quitted the 
harbor today for a destination not an- 
nounced. 
It' is said, 
however, 
the 
scout ship proceeded for Santos, 


The Rio Grande 
Do 
Sul was the 
only vessel which took part in the 
mutiny which began Friday night and 
continued until the rebels were dis- 
lodged from the barracks on Corbas 
Island. 
When the government troops 
occupied the island they met with no 
resistance, the few mutinous marines 
remaining there promptly surrender- 
ing. 
The larger 
number 
had been 
»killed or wounded or placed und^r 
arrest while attempting to swim to 
the mainland, 
The rebels gave up the 
fight when their ammunition was ex- 
hausted and their appeals to the bat- 
tleships Minas Geraes and Sao Paulo 
for support met with no response. The 
exact number of casualties has not 
been made known. 
It 
is 
thought, 
however, that 200 rebels were killed 
and that 20 citizens were injured fa- 
tally. 
The material damage to the 
city was not great, though the police, 
maritime telegraph, municipal, theat-ir 
and ministry of public works build- 
ings suffered somewhat. 
The fortreis 
on Cobras islami was practically de- 
stroyed by shells from the shore bat- 
teries and the loyal ships. 
The gov- 
ernment acted energetically from the 
moment of the outbreak and when on 
Saturday the mutineers pleaded for 
amnesty this was reifused and they 
were told that their unconditional sur- 
render would be insisted upon.

tian people, that public sentiment has 
become so blunted as to license crime 
in this direction." a guilt shared by 
the national, state, municipal and lo- 
cal governments, and by the voters of

DELICATE SACHET POWDERS MADE AT 
HOME FOR CHRISTMAS PRESENTS. 


Pure Ingredients Only Should Be Used in Oomponndlng These 
Scents Because Adulterated Powders Do Not Hold Scent for 
Many Month^. 


Making sachet powders for Christ- 
m a s gifts will not only reduce the cost 
of the latter, but 
will 
insure 
better 
quality 
of 
scent. 
Incidentally, 
the 
sooner the mixtures are made the bet- 
ter, for they--should be put away 
to 
blend for several weeks. 
During this 
time they must be kept in glass jars, 
the tops of which must 
be 
lightly 
screwed on to exclude air. 


When making these scents the best 
quality of ingredients should be pur- 
chased, for others are So diluted they 
are not satisfactorj*. and the odor from 
them will not last. 


Heliotrope, one of the most delicate 
scents, is made from one-half 
pound 
of rose petals, dried, four ounces of 
tonka beans, powdered; one pound of 
powdered 
orris root, 
two 
ounces 
of 
vanilla bean, ground, and 
one 
dram 
of musk. 
All must be worked 
into 
eight grains of bitter almond oil. This 
is done by blending the powders, and 
by degrees mixing them into the oil. 


Orris root alone is an excellent im- 
itation of violet, and for a baby's gar- 
ments and accessories is better 
than 
a heavier 
scent. 


A real violet 
is made 
from 
one 
ounce of powdered benzoin, two 
and 
one-half 
grains of musk, and oil of 
lemon, one-eighth of an ounce of or- 
ange 
flowers, 
one-half 
an 
ounce of 
powdered 
cascia, one ouffce of 
rose 
petals, two ounces of powdered 
orris 
root, and two and one-half grains of 
oil of bitter almond. 
This is mixed in 
the same way as the heliotrope. 


It will be noticed that neither of the 
formulas contain the actual odor, but 
if the combination of elements is made 
as It should be the result will be violet 
or 
heliotrope. 


Lavender sachet powder is inexpen- 
sive and pleasant. 
It is made from five 
ounces of dried lavender 
flowers 
re- 
duced to powder, one and 
one-half 
ounces of powdered 
benzoin, 
three 
ounces of cypress powder and three- 
quarters of a dram of Mitcham's oil of 
lavender. 
, 


Only a small quantity of any 
per- 
fumed powder is required for a piece 
of fancy work, and the most satisfac- 
tory results will alwaj's be obtained by 
sprinkling the scent between" two thin 
layers of cotton batting. 
The fabric 
will prevent the scent from gathering 
In one spot. 
But only one 
layer. of 


batting, not wadding, should be split 
for such purpose, because If the cot- 
ton is too thick the odor will not es- 
cape.

How >ie Prepares a Sermon. 
"I put myself in the place of the 
men I think will be in the pew. I put 
myself there as a tempted man, as S. 
tried man, and as a sorrowing man 
and as a. man who has gone through 
the perplexities of the week, saying all 
the time, 'I wish I could be helped.' 
set these men up before me, and pre- 
pare my sermon for them." 
"Do you use notes?" 
"I take very careful notes. 
I write 
a good deal—I write fairly Avell for 
busy man, I think. Then after I have 
gone over them veryjhoroughly, I get 
an outline straight through, just as 
clearly as the subject can be outlined; 
and then I think my way through it 
I can see the whole preparation that 
I have made when I stand up with the 
outline, before me." 


"You have no notes when you are 
actually speaking ?" 


"Ye?, I' have notes. I make sure of 
the channel in which my mind is going 
to run; and then I think the Suirit of 
God has some chance, and He flashes 
things in that I do not thir/^ about. ' I 
do not 
speak 
extemporaneously, 
know always what I am going to s a y - 
that is, the oiitline of what I am going 
to say. 


(Dr. Chapman then showed a little 
volume of the size ot a pocket-bible, 
and bound like one; each page carried 
the highly condensed notes of a ser- 
món. 
He takes this with him to the 
desk or puIplt) 


"1 am always fair," he said. "I never 
lift this book up and say this Is the 
word of God, because 
If 
you have 
watclied >me you have seen me reach 
,fbr mjr packet and take this other book 
out. I think I have got the best sys- 
tem of notes; the most concentrated. 
I know I am going 
to 
talk 
right 
straiglíT to the point,., because It Is 
ther^ in outline." 


"Does your mind retain and repro- 
du«?e evfrythlng you prepare to preach 
during the day?" 
"TTee." 
"Well, God Is very good to you." 
"I have -got a. queer memory. 
For 
some thing? I have no memory at all. 
For Iristance, I cannot remember men's 
names, I cannot remember dates, I 
canqot remember facta of history un- 
less I puiib myself up to do so. But I 
rehiember the thing I am doing."

"I giitik every man may have some 
poweii but there are • different mani- 
festation« pMt 
I do not believe God

calla certain men to do certain things. 
I» h¥tvií, Juét¿.a distinctive call to do 
tWsvthlpgNes I ever had, to be a pasto^ 
, 'Qr a preacher. I know God called me 
dO 'tbur.

God's presence; and. In a measure. In 
sensibility to criticism." 


"Does criticism not touch you?" 
"It disturbed me more in Auatralia 
than it has done for ten years;, be- 
cause I do not like to be misunder- 
stood. For instance, I do not like to be 
classed as 
a 
sensational evangelist; 
because that is a thing I havé fought 
for years. I do not like to have people 
say that I am tricking them, that I am 
working on them; that I am working 
an art for the sake of the art. As a 
matter of fact I am not a psychologist, 
I am not a scientist Ib any way. I do 
not do things for the sake of doing 
them. I do them because it flashes into 
my mind to do them. A very distiti- 
gulshed man of Boston university—he 
did not agree with me in my thinking; 
he was a Unitarian—said to me, 'You 
are the cleverest psychologist thàt I 
know.' 
Well, I do not know the first 
thing abolit psychology. 
I could not 
pass an examination on its elementary 
principles. 
If I am a great psjcholo- 
glst, I do not know It." 
"You find It out by practice?" 
"i believe If a man Is called to do a 
thing, and yields himself to God to do 
it, and works his mind the very best 
he can and gets his body In good con- 
dition, and gives God a chance, God 
will work through him.' 


Emotion in Revivals. 
"What 
Is 
the distinction between 
sane and sensational evangelism?" 


Well,, a sensational evangelist is an 
evangelist who does things for the sake 
of doing them." 


What about Billy Sunday?" 
WelJ, yes. Sunday is a sensational 
evangelist; but he is the highest type 
of a sensational evangelist; and he is 
almost the sincerest and truest man I 
know. He preaches to a class of men 
that I do not meet with, and I do not 
think he means to do things in the way 
that they appear to people to be done— 
that Is, merely for the sake of sensa- 
tionalism. I know that he has an over- 
mastering passion to win men to God. 
He feels that he is called to win a class 
of men that I do not minister to, and 
he goes at them hammer and tongs." 


"Do you regard emotionalism as a le- 
gitimate force In bringing men to re- 
ligion?" 


"I do, but I seek to avoid It, because 
I am naturally emotional myself, and 
perhaps there Is some quality in my 
voice—^and I am not responsible for 
my voice—which rouses emotion. I do 
not put any pathos into it myself. Ev- 
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Dr. Chapman carries almost constantly a specially bouRd bible, in wrich he writes skeleton notes and an outline of the sermons he delivers. This 
engraving, made from a photograph taken expressly for The Sentinel, shows two pages of notes in the open book, constituting the outline used by the 
evangelist for his sermon, "Bells of Gold." In the piiipit or on the platform. Dr. Chapman rarely refers to his notes, but they are alwavs within easy 
reach.

Idently God put it there. I am afraid if 
I did use my voice too much, and tried 
to make it emotional, that I • would 
have men crying^ all the time." 


Then you shun that extreme of emo- 
tion?" • 


'Yes I do. 
While 1 believe 
that 
emotion Is a good thing, I do not be- 
lieve that a man can act intelligently 
while he Is crying." 


"Emotion Is not a permanent force?" 
"No, it 1« not, But4t Is a power in 
•men. It Is a great thing for a man to 
be able to cry. Now, I have a. daugh- 
ter that was married a few years ago. 
She has the same voice that I have got, 
only with the cadences of a girl. My 
daughter could stand before an audi- 
ence of thousands, and, without lifting 
her voice apparently, could make every- 
body hear, and she could make almost 
everybody cry." 


"Is fear a legitimate element in re- 
ligion 


"Yes. I sometimes preach on 
'He 
shall "Jje driven from light into dark- 
ness, and chased out of the world'— 
the end of a godless life. I do not ordi- 
narily do that, but occasionally I feel 
led to do It." 


"Do you' hold that there is a reason 
for fear In the Issues of life ?" 


"Jesus found it—'How shall ye escape 
the damnation of hell?' What did He 
mean when He^j^d the parable of the 
rich man aiid Lazarus? Jesus appealed 
to every emotion that men had. 
The 
criticism ^hat the evangelist appeals to 
the emotions and to fear Is not a fair 
criticism. 
If he is really- up to the 
mark he should do both. If he were 
making a plea before a jury, he would 
use every art known to win a verdict. 
I ought to do thè same thing in trying 
to win soula for Jesus Christ, 
Relig- 
ion ought to cover the whole range of 
human sensibilities." 


The Pastor and Revivals. 


"Can a pastor In charge of a church 
successfully carry on a revival ?" 


Yes; that is the ideal. He ought to 
do it." 


How shall he do it?" 
By being as definite In his work as 
the evangelist is, by working accord- 
ing to a plan, by being possessed 
of 
good comon sfense, by saying he is.go- 
ing to do this thing, and by mapping 
out his work. 
He should prepare 
a 
definite plan of work for, aay, three 
months ahead, and sa>, 'This is the 
thing I am going to do'—and then bring 
all his agencies, 
missionary 
society, 
Sunday school, and so forth, into line 
with him." 


Do you- think that the want of that 
definlteneas of plan is Jhe secret of the 
failure of so many ministers?" 


Yes; people do not see what he is 
at. A man In business has got a plan 
for 
six 
month» ahead. 
A minister 
ehould do the same thing. He uses a 
rifle; a minister uaes a shot-gun." 


You did revival work while you had 
a fixed charge?" 


Yes. I had every sort bf a church 
that a man could have. My last ohurch 
was a rich church. One of my former 
churches was a people's church. 
But 
spread throughout the year a certain 
definite camp^gn. 
For instance, we 
have ra man In, New YoriC the pastor 
of a Methodist church, the most strik- 
ing preacher in Methodism. He takes 
every January, and preaches evangelis- 
tic sermon«^ the whole time. He calls 
all 4ayj. and asks people to come to 
Christ. He 
frequently BOO, 600 at^d 
700 acces8l<^ns to his church as á rè<^ 
jsult. Ho carries the evangelistic piriip- 
clpl9 throughout, but he reaííhes ih« 
climax in Januarjr. 


How to Keep the Convertse;: 
'Row shall the ministers here best 
shepherd converts?" > 


Set them to work, guard them,! áiid 
teach, them; They can easilyhe kept. 
If people drop away, it is, in niqè jcaftes 
Ofit of ten| the chtírctié^' íauilt, not tlíe' 


"Yes. 
Sam Jones once said: 
'New 
people always average up to the old 
people.' 
If you have got 
a 
worldly 
church, the new 
people 
will become 
worldly; if you have a spiritual church, 
they will become spiritual." 
"If you have a frozen church?" 
"They will freeze, too, I guess." 


Will the Work Stop? 
"Is there any reason why this work 
should stop here?" 


"It does not stop in other cities. 
It 
is carried on by the ministers and their 
church officers. In the first place, the 
position of the minister has been mag- 
nified from the first day we came here. 
We have told everybody that he is th« 
leader. The reason why he is not suc- 
cessful Is because they have not giveti 
him a fair show, and because the at- 
mosphere of the world today Is an at- 
mosphere of doubt, and it has affected 
him. We put him back in his rightful 
position. 
In the second place, they, 
say the church is stirred as never be- 
fore in the city. 
In the third place, 
we have got the church officers, and 
said to them, 'Will you march with the • 
minister?' and they said, 'Yes.' 
j 


"You will go away, but the Master 
will be here, and the work will be 
here ?" 


"That is the w^hole principle of the 
thing. I would not stay in the work a 
day if I thought it was simply holding 
meetings; but if it is establishing a 
principle, then I am willing to give 
my life to it. Of course, I know that 
while I said, a moment ago, that a man 
is divinely sustained, I know I 
am 
shortening my years by doing it. Mr. 
Moody died 
a 
comparatively ycfung 
man, but I feel that I am called to do 
it." 


"These meetings will create a "new 
spiritual atmosphere in the church?" 


They have done so already," 
re- 
plied Dr. Chapman, with conviction. 


That atmosphere ought to be fa- 
vorable to spiritual life?" 


Need of Atmosphere. 


"Yea. 
Jesus never worked without 
an atmosphere. When He was at the 
gra^e of Lazarus, it was after He had 
prayed He stooped down and 
said. 
'Lazarus, come forth.' He could not "do 
any mighty works because of their un- 
belief. Even Jesus could not work In 
an atmosphere that :w'as against Him. 
If He could not, I do not see that 
could." 


Then you would say that if \the work 
should stop< the churches fail?" 


I think they fail. I think the re- 
sponsibility will have been put upon 
their shoulders before I go away. The 
plan Is a mighty one, and it reaches 
out In all sorts of ways, to all classes 
of people. 
Now, that service for old 
people, yesterday, ;was à unique thing. 
It is a great thing to ^ t old people 
praying for you, andJio sland before an 
audience like that, and realize that in 
five yeax's most of them 
wftl be in 
heaven. 


"Then there is one thing you may 
have noticed, 
lye keep the ministers 
moving right in. We have them there 
every few days, talking to them, and 
telling them the plans we have; had. 
We have had nothing to conceal. Watch 
and see how it works. 
All the time 
l^e have kept saying, 'Are we fulfilling 
your expectations 
Every day I said 
to them,-'X promised you we would 
put you in your rightful positión. Have 
we done it r ^nd they Mid'< 'fes.' 
I 
skid. 'We promised you'^oti ^ u l d have 
ah atmotfpliéréi 
Are you gettintr it r 
'Yes.' 
'Thèn you aie going to fulfill 
your part/ . rfh'e diftifeUity with evan- 
gelistic -^ork in our countrj^has been 
that the s^ini«ter h ^ been ignoi^. 
bera. 
aside, left out; he hé:s 


the churcTies you leave behind, what 
would you say?" 


"I should say'to them to change their 
spirit If it were necessary, and compel 
the church to be 
evangelical—which 
simply means to be possessed of. the 
spirit of Christ. I would suggest that 
they should try this for a given length 
of time, just as an experiment, to see 
what can be accomplished. The church 
ought to be like Jesus Christ, inasmuch 
as she is His body." 


"What topics do you find most use- 
ful in impressing your congregations?" 


"For conviction. Just the straightest 
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preaching against sin you can give, 
because men need to be told when they 
are wrong, and do not resent it. They 
know it is true. After that you ought 
to give men the secret of victory over 
sin. To condemn -them is one thing, to 
cure them is another. 
Then you want 
to remember that nine people out of 
ten in your congregation are suffer- 
ing, frqm one cause or another, 
would say with that, that you ought to 
remember that you may be preaching 
to them for the last time, for you may 
never preach again, of they may never 
hear you again. 
Therefore, you can- 
not be frivolous. 
The la.J place for 
levity Is in the ^pulpit." 
The Failure o f ' the Higher Criticism. 


"Do you find that the higher criti- 
cism affects you?" 


"Only to confirm me In the faith. I 
live such a busy life that If I were na- 
turally Inclined I could Ti'0i be a 
scholar, I could nqt follow out technical 
things. But I move in the counsels of 
men whose scholarship Is unquestion- 
able. There are certain men in Amer- 
ica, scholars of the highest reputation, 
who are specialists in criticism. These 
men 1 know personally. 
I ask them 
question? which they can easily an- 
w e r . In a 
way that I can 
take In 
quickly. 
So I keep myself abreast of 
t|ie tlm^s. by using other pirn's think- 
ihg. I have not changed my faith in 
the slightest. For anothejr thing, I have 
seen the old thing work. I have 
not 
qeen theirs work yet. I have seen them 
try it and fail. I do not know aTman 
that Is preaching 
the 
gospel, and 
preaching it with any degree ot'plaln- 
nessi that is not winning out. i do not 
know a man that has^ over substituted 
anything for the gospel that is sucv 
or: has.. succeedMi^" 
' 
k^n of 


gelistic work are not permanent, what 
do you say?" 


"I reply that the greatest men in the 
cliurch, and the greatest preachers we 
have, were converted in evangelistic 
meetings." 


"People say that many converts slip 
away?" 


"That is a statement that cannot be 
proved by facts. The majority of pe'o- 
ple who slip away after evangelistic 
meetings slip away because the church 
does not give them the atmosphere 
in which they were 
born. • Let 
the 
church give them the same thing, and 
see whether they stand! 
Why. evan- 
gelism—sane evangelism—is the hope 
of the church. 
Drop it out, and the 
church will go to pieces. 
I am very 
full of hope. I am an optimist. I am 
a premillenarian in my interpretation 
of the truth. 
I believe in the second 
coming of Christ. It is an underlying 
foundation principle of most 
of my 
teaching. 
But it has never made me 
pessimistic. 
A good many premille- 
narians are pessimistic. 
My view has 
always made 
me 
optimistic, rather. 
For instance, I believe that the church 
is the body of Christ. 
I believe some 
day the last man will come in to com- 
plete that body, and when that body 
is completed, Christ Is going to take it 
away. 
This is one thing that always 
inspires me. 
And when some 
man 
rises up in one of those great meetings, 
and lifts his hand and saj-s, 1 will! 
the thought often comes to me. 'Per- 
haps he is going to be the last man 
to complete the body.' I have thought 
like that for years." 


Is Christianity Dying? 


"You have seen men and countries 
and cities more than most men—is the 
cause of Christianity dying or grow- 
ing?" 


"It is not dying. It is changing. 
It 
is getting into wider circles. I think 
the average church building is against 
the work 
attempt to do. 
A man 
works all the week in comfortable sur- 
roundings l he lives at home in a con- 
genial atmosphere, and 
he goes to 
church and gets a chill." 


"The churches are built for spectac- 
ular purposes? 


"I do not know what they are built 
for, but the devil has got into a lot "of 
the architecture of churches." 


"In what otiier way is the cause of 
Christ changing?" 


"It is changing in this—that the em- 
phasis Is being placed in these days 
on the influence of laymen. The lay- 
men are doing statesman-like th|^gs 
today, for thé church. 
There is the 
Laymen's Missionary movement, ana 
ail kindred movements. 
Those things 
are sweeping along." 


"Behind them there 
is some 
new 
force?" 


"There is a new conception of the 
Gospel. 
That is, men are 
realizing 
that they can put it into their ordinary, 
everyday life. 
A Christian business 
man says, 'Well, now, I ought to give 
Just as much thought to this thing as 
I would to the construction of a for- 
tune.' 
He is putting the genius into 
his Christianity that he puts into his 
business. 
All that the laymen need 
to do Is to get the leadership of the 
minister—^nd that reit«, of 
course, 
with the minister, i I tell you, mini«- 
ters had better ^ook out, or they win 
find the army movipg along, without 
them!" 
' 
, 


"Do you notice in any other respect 
a chaiige in the-form or the methods 
of Christianity?" 


"Emphasis is rightly placed oh so- 
cial sérvlce toda$. I am with the so- 
clal service people; I/believe in their 
sociology, but I do not think they go 
far enough. 
I think the oId> Idiia of 
preaching nien Into heaven 
ia 
not; 
enough.. I think the thing, today,^!* 
,ÎPt!éaclUng'h«àyjm\ii^o them 
Md^ 


emphasis is rightly placed today on 
living for Christ. E ^ r y social problem 
will be solved the moment you begin 
to live in Christ, and they 
will 
be 
solved in no other way." 


How He Became an Evangelist. 


"Were there any 
particular inci- 
dents that turned you to evangelistic 
work?" 


"My life has been strangely ordered 
of God. 
In the first place- my father 
was a ver>' well-to-do man. 
He lost 
his fortune, and it so unnerved him 
that he never quite had the pluck to 
pull up against it; so he gradually 
went down phj'sicalij-. and at last died. 
His faith never suffered in the slight- 
est, but his 
changed 
surroundings 
from rííhes to poverty rather made 
him pessimistic. 
One day I told him 
I was going to be a preacher. He said. 
No, he would not give his consent to 
that; that there were enough 
poor 
preachers in the world without a Chap- 
man contributing to the number. 
I 
was then a newsboy in the city, al- 
though my father had been the second 
richest man In the city, 
and I said, 
•Well, if I save the money, would you 
mind 
my 
going in?' 
He said he 
would not mind my going to school. 
So I saved the money I made selling 
papers, and started in; but still he did 
not like the Idea of my going into the 
ministrj'. After I had been a year in 
school he took a bad turn, and I had 
to give up school and drive a coal 
wagon. My father died. Then it be- 
came possible for me to start 
into 
school again. In that way I got into 
the ministry. 


"Now, from the very first of my life 
I was thrown into contact with evan- 
gelistic influences. Mr. Mills, who in 
some respects was the greatest evan- 
gelist America ever 
saw, 
was 
^ y 
closest friend. I absorbed a great deal 
of his evangelistic spirit. When I flrst 
started out from college I was thrown 
in contact with D. L. Moody. He set 
me right on a number of things. I. had 
just fairly got launched into a min- 
istry that was becoming 
somewhat 
conspicuous, when on.e day Mr. Moody 
turned up In the church. He told me 
my methods were all wrong, and 
never would succeeed 
if I did not 
change. 
From that time on I was 
thrown closely In contact with him, 
and he largely shaped my life." 


"What methods did he teach?" 
"He said, 'Preach more practically. 
-Nobody'would know what you are talk- 
ing about. 
If a man wanted to be 
saved he would get no help from you 
In the flrst place you are not definite 
enough. 
In the second place, j'ou do 
not give the man a chance.' 
I had 
then a very rich church. I stood up 
In the church >nd preached, and when 
I had finished my sermon I said. 'Now, 
I am going to give a chance for the 
people to come to Christ.' There was 
a death-like hush, not a soul moved. 
I thought I should faint; when finally 
up In the gallery a man got up and 
started down. 
He walked the whole 
length of the aisle, and gave me his 
hand, and said, 1 will.' 
He was the 
flrst man ever saved in one of my pub- 
lic services; at least that I ever saw 
«ome out definitely; but it thrilled me. 
I said to myself. 1 am going to do this 
right along.'" 
•TDo you use Moody's methods?" 
"Yes. 
Moody used to send for me 
to help him in rteetings; Toward the 
l u t I used to hold his after-meetings 
occasionally, and he trained me." 
Men Easiest to Reaoh. 
"What do you consider the easiest 
class of people to reach?" 


"Men," replied Dr. Chapman^ with- 
out hesitation, 
. 
\ 


"Do you say that because you have 
made a special study of preaching to' 
msnr' 
' 
" 


''No. Z fay it hCMiiM. I.h*ve/pro^ed 


est for anybody 
to 
reach. 
1 reach 
them not because I may be more or 
less an expert; but anybody can do 
It. Let any mlnlstei- call his men to- 
gether and talk to them In a straight 
businesslike way, and say 
to them, 
•Now, 3'ou ought to do this, you can do 
that, you must do the other,' and give 
them reasons for doing it, and then 
say, 'TS''ill you do It?' and the average 
man will say, 'I will/" 


"But are not women more impres- 
sionable than men?" 
^ 
"I do not think so." 
"And yet they are in a great ma- 
pority in the churcj^es?" 


"They only exceed the men In tha 
churches because 
they 
have 
been 
worked, and the men have not; min- 
isters, I suppose, have got the Impres- 
'sion that they are more easily reached 
than men. but this Is a mistake- <1 
tell you that the man who goes after 
men Is going to get them." 


"The whole weight of your experi- 
ence is behind that statement?" 


"Yes; you have only 
to 
watch a 
men's audience." 


The Value of Muslo. 
"What is your opinion of music as 
a force in religion?" 


"It depends on the musician. 
The 
average music In very many churches 
by the average church choir Is Just 
so much time lost. You Just wait till 
they get through, and the congrega- 
tion waits. 
It generally takes ten or 
fifteen minutes to overcome the effect- 
of the singing." 


"What are the 
conditions 
unUer 
which music becomes a valuable con- 
tribution?" 


"When the musician 
who 
la 
In 
charge of the music of the church has 
the conception of hia work that Mr. 
I Alexander has. 
Mr. Alexander does 
I not do anything for the sake of doing 
I it. He does not have a little girl stand 
up and sing a song Just to have a child 
sing, but he is fusing the audience into 
one—making it one person—getting it 
ready to worship. I think we work to- 
gether like the right hand and the left 
hand. 
One man's ministry fits per- 
fectly Into the other. 
There 
Is no 
contrast of spirit. 
Mr. 
Alexander's 
spirit and mine are the same. If you 
have watched Mr. Alexander, you will 
notice that he looks at me once in a 
while. 
He will look round 
at 
me 
sometimes and shake his head, and 
then he goes on until we think that 
audience is ready to think and give 
proper consideration to 
the 
things 
that I am going to present." 


"But would the ordinary minister do 
that?" 


"Certainly! 
that can be done In a 
church. Not perhaps in the same way, 
but in principle. 
Suppose a minister 
starts out with a hymn of praise, such 
as 'Oh, for a thousand 
tongues 
to 
sing.' 
He has got a purpose /in hia 
service. 
He takes a Scripture-lesson, 
say the seventh ' chapter 
of 
Luke— 
' 'Jesus said. Woman, thy 
saved thee; go in peace.' 
sings, 'My Jesus, I love 
says; 'Now sing It softly, 
prayer.' 
Suppose he stands up and 
preaches. 
He has got his audience! 
He has won his victory before he has 
started! 
Music Is a great factor. 
It 
is because we ha\-e largely Ignored It 
that we have lost out In many cases. 
I have know^n hundreds and thousands 
of people who came to Christ because 
of the singing." 


"The union of singing with evan- 
gelistic work is modern? Was Sankey 
not the first to use it?" 


"We are not sure about that. 
San- 
key was the first man to make It a 
specialty." 


"He had no choir?" 
"But Mr. Alexander would not need 
a choir. 
He could do 
It 
without a 
choir. He can make his congregation 
his choir." 


"A choir Is a great advantage?" 
"Yes, It should—if they go back to 
a great blessing 
In Its work. 
Last 
night, for Instance, there were scores 
in the choir who came to Christ." 


After the Revival—What? 
"That should count for something In 
the church-life here?" 


"Yes, it should—if theey go back tc 
their churches and take the spirit oi 
their singing with them. I think ther» 
is no doubt the choir leaders in tfes 
churches have made a great mistake 
in these days in the quality of the mu- 
sic >ihey select. 
They say that what 
the average congregation 
wants 
is 
great classical 
singing. 
They 
don't 
want it any more than they want clas- 
sical preaching. 
You can . let a man

Writing in Fort Wayne. 


Mr. Harkness is always at it—In the 
meetings, on the street, at his hotel. 
During the stay in Fort Wayne he has 
written a new solo, words and music, 
for Mrs. Goodson, the gifted daughter 
of Dr. Chapman, whose voice Is a pow- 
erful aid in soul-winning. The song is 
entitled, "What Is Tour Answer to 
Jesus?" and both words and 
music 
were written by Mr. Harkness during 
the Port Wayne stay.. 


Sometimes he. writes both words and 
music—-often only the music—and he 
told of the conscientious effort to pro- 
vide a "setting" of melody that con- 
forms to the theme of the words.

"Then tlwre's a wide difference be- 
tween .gospel -hymns and church hymns. 
The gospel hyihn is never intended to 
show Weight: It must carry an appeal 
and act qüickly. The church hymn is 
more profound. 
The old hymns like 
"Rock of Ages," will never die, but the 
gospel song is of a different type. 
It 
mustv carry an appeal of gospel truth 
that will be effective at the moment it 
is used. In writing gospel hymns, as a 
usual thing, you are writing for the 
man who doesn't care a snap for gos- 
pel hymns, and you've got to arrest his 
attention and claim his interest. 
The 
gospel song simply carries an old truth 
in a new form." 


"What do you regard as your most 
successful song?" ji^as asked. 


"I do not know,^' replied Mr. Hark- 
ness. "Perhaps 'He Will Hold Me Fast' 
has claimed more interest than almost 
any of . the others, although my per- 
sonal favorite is 'Shadows.' Mr. Naftz 
ger sang it Wednesday night at tht 
rink. 
It was written in Philadelphia 
in 1906. 


Asked rff how great a propôrtlon of 
his songs he wrote words for as well as 
the music, Mr. Harkness answered: "I 
do more of that sort of thing now than 
formerly. Miss Ada R. Habershon, of 
London, has written the words of many 
for me, and others who have done much 
along this line are Fred P. Morris, of 
Bendigo, Australia, and Miss Maude 
Frazer, of Camden. N. J. 
My first 
hymn was published in Australia in 
1896. , It is entitled,

Story of "I Am Included." 


Then Mr. HaTrkness proceéded to tell 
the story of "I Am 
Included," 
the 
swinging chorus which jumped into In- 
stant popularity at the 
first 
men's 
meeting held in Fort Wayne by Dr. 
Chapman and Mr. 
Alexander, 
and 
which has been a big favorite with 
other audiences as well. 


"It was in Portland, Maine, last Jan- 
uary," said Mr. Harkness. "Dr. Chap- 
man had preached from the text John 
3:16—'For God so loved the world that 
He gaveth His only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in Him should not 
perish but have everlasting lift.' I was 
struck by that word, 'whosoever,' when 
he quoted it. I began to think, 'What 
does/whosoever' mean?' 
Instantly I 
got â new conception of the word—a 
meaning it had never conveyed to me 
before—'whos'oever' meant everybody. 
It included ihe. The idea burned in my 
-mind; thé words and the melody just 
came to me. In a few minutes I had 
it 
completed, 
and 
Mr. 
Alexander 
promptly tried it on the audience. 
I 
was fearful at first that there was too 
much motion in it; but people seem to 
like it, and I think it may be fairly 
called successful." 


How He Got Into Gospel Work. 
The Sentinells next inquiry was as 
to how Mr. Harkness came to take up 
gospel work, and it developed an In- 
teresting story, 


"Well, I was born in Bendigo, Aus- 
tralia," said Mr. Harkness. "My people 
are in business there—the engineering 
business—but I had hated to touch a 
bar of iron from boyhood* up. 
I had 
studied music, had appeared tn con- 
certs and entertainments in my native 
city and had something of a local repu- 
tation as a musician. 


"Mr. Alexander and Dr. Torrey came 
to Bendigo in 1902 to conduct evan- 
gelistic work, and the local committee 
employed me to play for the services. 
I was not Interested in religious work 
and had little liking for the job of play- 
ing for the meetings. 
But I started. 
The first hymn iwas 'The Old-Time Re- 
ligion,' and I played It through in what 
I was ready to admit was a slip-shod 
fashion; I didn't stick very closely to 
the written score. 
I didn't want the 
¡place and. wasn't particular whether 
fMr, Alexander was pleased 
or 
not. 
Imagine my surprise when he turned 
and exclaimed: 


•"Fine; put as much of that in it as 
you like'' 


" 'V^-eU: I thought, 'I'll fix you this 
time,' a.pd I began an Improvisation of 
the accompaniment for the next verse 
of the old hymn, Intending to 'upset' 
the gospel aong leader if possible, and 
concluded my remarkable performance 
with a very heavy octave variation that 
nearly 
wrecked 
the 
piano.

ably nobody ever heard its like, before 
or since. 


"'Good!.' was Mr. Alexander's com- 
ment to the audience; 'the man at the 
piano is iawake! This is the man I've 
been looking for.'

JYank Dickson, who is a 
gospel 
singer with the 
Chapman-Alexander 
party, has been intimately and closely 
associated with Dr. Chapman for the 
past seven years, and during that-time 
he has directed large chorus choirs in 
seventy-flve of the largest cities In this 
countrj' and Canada. 
Mr. 
Dickson 
also I accompanied Dr. Chapman and 
his party of eighteen on 
their 
trip 
around the world, spending most of 
his time in the great meetings held in 
Melbourne, Sydney and. Brisbane and 
other large cities of Australia. 


Mr, Dickson is a native of Ireland, 
c<yming to this county in 1882. 
He 
was converted in 1874, and 
is 
of 
Scotch-Irish Presbyterian stock-. 
Be- 
fore becoming an evangelist he was a 
dry goods salesman of large experi- 
ence. After coming to this country he 
worked eight years for the well known 
dry goods flrm of Arnold & Constable,

New York.. During that time he sold 
dry goods during the day and did mis- 
sion work at night. He was an Inti- 
mate friend of the well known mission 
worker, Jerry McAuley and was one 
of his pall-bearers at that wonderful 
funeral when hundreds of prominent 
ministers and laymen of New York city 
walked bareheaded to pay tribute to 
the memory ot that marvelous soul- 
winner. 
Mr. Dickson was working in 
the mission when Sambuel H. Hadley 
was converted. 


In 1890 he went to the Pacific coa.st 
and for four years continued his work 
in the dry goods business, and in 1894 
stepped out from behind the dry goods 
counter into definite evangelistic work, 
as one of the Pacific coast evangelists, 
the combination being Holdridge and 
Dickson. He also was assistant to Dr. 
E. F. Hill, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian church of 
Portland, 
Oregon, 
and had charge of the Men's Resort 
during the time of the Coxey movement 
and the very hard times which slrvck 
the Pacific coast. From there he came 
to Chicago and spent a portion of the 
year in the Moody Bible institute to 
learn more of the Bible and more about 
chorus work under the direction of Dr. 
D. B. Towner. 


For three years and a half he did 
mission work in Spokane, going out 
into the mountains and spending thé 
summers in the mining camps of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 
He afterward became 
assistant pastor of the Westminster 
Presbyterian church of Seattle. 
From 
there he went to San Francisco and be- 
came assistant pastor in one of the 
large churches. 


Mr. Dickson has had some very rich 
experiences in his meetings, of which 
he tells some interesting stories. 
In 
i the city of Walla Walla he conducted 
^ meetings in the penitentiary. One day 
; while standing, preaching the gospel in 
the open air in the prison yard, telling 
: the story of Jesus and His love, one of 
I the prisoners shouted out, I'Love 
so 
' amazing, so divine, demands my life, 
my soul, my all," and fell on his knees. 
1 He was Samuel Young, one of the 


j worst criminals in the prison. It was 
¡ a case of genuine conversion, because 
. the wicked, hard character who ,had 
i been put in the cells very often for 
beating the guards and keepers, be- 
^ came a gentle, child-like 
character, 
organizing a Christian Endeavor so- 
! ciety in the prison. 
He became so 
i changed in life and character that he 
' was 
finally 
pardoned. ' Before Mr. 
! Dickson left Walìà Walla he told the 
prisoners that when they got out to 
inquire for Frank Dickson, and 
no 
matter where he was they could count 
on him as friend. Many of these men 
have come to him and he has been of 
assistance to them !n his 
mission 
work. 


In his evangelistic work he usually 
steps down from the platform, watch- 
ing the audience carefully for those 
who are Interested, and deals person- 
ally with the unsaved. 


He tells of a remarkable answer to 
prayer in one of his meetings, when he 
asked God to guide him to some one 
who 
needed 
his 
help 
badly. 
As 
he 
opened 
his 
.eyes 
after 
the 
, prayer 
he 
got 
the 
eye 
of a great, big, strapping, six-footer, 
three or four seats from the front, and 
he felt that that was the man. At the 
cfose of the sermon he stepped down, 
taking the hand of the mán, and said; 


"Something impels me tonight 
to 
come and speak to you and to ask you 
where you are In regard to your soul's 
salvation." 


The,man replied: 
."As you were 
standing on the platform I \Mas wish- 
ing that you would come and sneak to 
me. about the matter." 
He took th" 
-main; iside In a little room .and there] 
he .fr^y surrendered to Jesús Christ ' 
and became ^ Christian worker,.. and 
his wife and children united With thè 
churchf—a whole family in answer to. a 
slhgtó jprajfer. 
•• Mñ Dickson has haidl" remarkable 
aúccess In organizing, 
holding 
and 
Interesting his large chorus choirs. He 
^makea It a rule to have in connection 
'with his chorus, èhoirs a 
children's 
chorus assisting. 
He does this for a 
double, purpose, not only to help the 
children, but to bring their parents."' 


In the city of^Portland, Me., 
addi- 
tion to his chorus choir^ he 
had ;a' 
children's choir of, 100."^'. While 
thè 
.chUdreii were,, singing,ón«> of- their 


lections, he noticed a boy singing very 
heartily and heard his clear, ringing, 
soprano voice. 
He asked the boy to 
sing a verse alone of that beautiful 
piece, "His Eye Is on the Sparrow." 
The boy sang it magniflcently, thrilling 
the 
whole audience. 
Mr. Dickson 
asked the boy to come forward to the 
platform, shook hands with him and 
Introduced him to Mr. Toy, while the 
people clapped their hands. 


What Boy's Singing Did,' 


The next night the boy's father came 
to the church, where he had not been 
for many years, and heard his boy 
sing, with the result of his conversion. 
After his conversion it was found that 
he had been separated from bis wife 
and family, and the singing of that boy 
was the cause of both the father and 
mother's conversion and a family re- 
united. 


Mr. Dickson's system o^ holding and 
interesting his choir is to make each 
member of the choir feel that his work 
is just as important as his own and 
means the consecration of heart and 
life and voice. He has each one sing 
his part, emphasizing the words as if 
they were singing a solo. 


He has a choir remain for a fe^i 
moments at the close of the servlc»« 
each night, going over special num-. 
hers which they sing the follc^nrj 
evening. 
When convenient he has al 
prayer meeting with the choir beforoi 
fhey come upon the platform, and al-; 
ways likes to do personal work- with' 
the singers. He could tell the story of 
many remarkable conversions on th»\ 
choir platform. 
j 


An Ail 'Round Man. 


Mr. Dickson is Dr. Chapman's all 
around man. He preaches the gospeI,f 
leads the chorus, sings the solos, passes' 
the books, takes the collection, sells 
the books and feels that every servicet 
of this kind is sacred unto the Lord. 


In the Fort Wayne meetings Mr. 
Dickson has the choir in connection 
with the south side' meetings, and 1« 
associated with the Rev. D. S. Toy; 
where they are having most successful, 
meetings.

And the gospel singer's personalit.v 
¡B quite as interesting as his work. 
Born in Tennessee, and still in the

îiation with Dr. Chapman. 
"Would 
. >ou mind turning back a page or two 
ind telling readers of The 
Sentinel 
i iomething of how you came to be a 
gospel singer?"

"in my 'teens I was a school teachor 
. ai. North. Carolina, and one day I re- 
ieived a telegram from my home in

he way the thought of what death 


• neant came to me 
as it had never 
lone before. 
My father lived for a 
n-eek after I reached homo, and in 
hose seven days my outlook on the 
vorld was changing all the time.

- How to Become a Singer. 


"I 
' .don't know definitely whether I 
vas converted that night my father 
-'lied-^but I certainly settled the mat- 
:er then. 
I remember I had to go 
icross the city late at night, and I 
vas 
just 
heart-broken 
over 
the 
bought, 'Is my father in heaven?' 
I 
snew he was an elder in the church 
ind all that, but I had not studied 
ny Bible enough to be certain, so as 
: walked I cried to God: 
'If there 
s any way that Thou revealest Thy- 
lelf to people, whether by vision or 
/oice or impression, give me the cer- 
ainty that my father is with Thee, 
ind safe;' and I promised Him that I 
ivould serve Him all my life if He 
R'ould give me the assurance. 
As 
îlearly as anything I ever experienced 
in' my - life, the impression came to 
ne, 'Your father is up here safe with 
^There and then I promised to 
'lérve Him all my life, looking natur- 
illy 
up at the stars, and the load 
lifted right off me. 
It made all the 
JlCEerence in my life. Every time I 
saw a man coming out of a saloon I 
wanted to go up to him, and throw 
my arms about him, and tell him. 
You are going to hell, man!' 
Why 
lori't 
you 
accept Jesus Christ?' 
A 
Sreat longing to save souls came to 


me after that night,' and I began to 
look around to see' how I could help 
the most men in the best way, and I 
decided that my work lay in -hélping 
them by song. 
I found out that 
a 
hymn set to music is like a sermon 
on wheels, and soon became more and 
more firmly convinced of the power 
of a gospel hj'mn to reach and save 
people." 


Where 
Do Hymns Come From? 


"Where do you get your hymns?" 
"From the wide world. 
Here, there 
and everywhere. 
From a)l sorts of 
people and all kinds of places. 
Tne 
man who sets out to make a collection 
of gospel songs never knows when h^ 
may find a treasure. 
I could tell you 
stories enough to fill columns about 
the origins of some of the songs that 
have been sung in this mission. 
I re- 
ceived through the mail the 
music 
of 'What Will You Do with Xésus?' 
and it has become the great invitation 
song that Mrs. Asher uses with such 
power. 
Then I ¿hall Viever foget how 
•Don't Stop Praying' had its birth. 
I 
&.1SO received it through the post; the 
sender told me it had been refused 
by two music publishers. 
I was so 
struck with it that I asked the writer 
to call and see me. 
She came, and 
told me that 
she had had a 
very 
great trouble. 
She prayed for help, 
but help did not seem to be coming. 
Still she kept praying, and one morn- 
ing, at breakfast, she opened a letter 
that lifted the whole trouble 
from 
her. 
She was so convinced that her 
faith had been justified, and so in- 
spired by the belief, tliat before she 
got up from the table she wrote the 
words 
and 
music 
of 
'Don't 
Stop 
Praying" 
almost 
exactly 
as 
they 
stand today. 


"Of course, some people write the. 
words of one hymn as the result of 
a deep heart experience, and 
never 
write another—^just as some 
people 
write one book that grips you and 
holds you and can never write another 
like It. 
And when you come to think 
of it, a gospel song-book Is just won- 
derful." 


"That red book of yours must be 
the key to some fascinating stories?" 


"Well, I guess it is! 
I could start 
at the old Glory song amd go through, 
telling you of people in almost every 
land under the sun thit have been 
brought to Christ by one and another. 
You see, if you have songs written 
with experiences like 
that 
back 
of 
them, they can't help being soul-win- 
ners. 
And that is the great test a 
song has got to pass before we let it 
in—is it a soul-winner? 
We've got 
no 
use 
for 
pretty songs, or grand 
songs, or entertaining songs, 
unless 
they come up to that standard. 
Of 
course, th^rs are othor essentials." 


Supreme Test of a Gospel Song. 
"And they are?" 
"Well, some of them are simplicity, 
smoothness, directness, truth to Scrip- 
ture. 
Talking 
of 
simplicity, 
people 
sometimes say to me, 'Why, with a 
choir like that, you could render such 
and such an oratorio ^magnificently:* 
or 'Why don't you give us something 
classical, something high-class?' Well, 
I 
don't 
know 
about high-class. 
I 
judge a song by its saving power, and 
I reckon I use the highest possible 
class. 
When you can show mo that 
oratorios 
'will 
convert more people 
than simple gospel songs, I will put 
them on the program every night of 
the week. 
But I believe in using the 
hymns that really help the poople, and 
save people, and when they don't do 
that, it is best not to waste time on 
them. 


The use of a hymn is sometimes a 
matter of great consideration. 
I hesi- 
tated a long time before I would use 
the. song 'Tell Mother I'll Be There.' 
A friend cut it out of a scrapbook and 


sent It to me, and I .carried it,a .year 
before I used it. 
One n|ght 
th^re 
was a crowd of railway men at ,our 
meieting, and I said to myself, 'I won- 
der what will reach those men?' 
I 
finally decided on this touching song, 
and when the meeting ^ was over, a 
burly engineer • came 'up to roe -^.nd 
said, 'Mr. Alexander, I promised my 
mother on her deathbed" that 
I- ,wouId 
become a Christian; 
but instead of 
that, I have been going to the devil 
faster 
than . ever. 
Preaching 
never 
touched me, but this song did. 
If 
you will sing it to-morrow night I 
will bring the men.' 
He did bring 
them for many nights, and he - used 
to call out: 
'Sing 'Tell Mother I'll Be 


for Australia, ^ h e came up to Spring- 
field, Mass., while the meetings were 
on, bpt was unfortunate enough 
to 
"tsijce cold," and cbiild only come out to 
one of our raeetlngs. 
That day she 
came; up and had dinner with us, and 
delighted us all with her wonderful 
vltalitjf- and vivacity. 
Although 
she 
was eighty-nine 
years 
of age, 
her 
face, was'scarcely lined, and had the 
expression and the sweetness of a girl. 
Her 
voice 
wassingularly powerful, 
arid had an indescribable warmth and 
sympathy in It. .¿he seemed to think 
Jn poetry -and would sit down and 
talk by the hour, extemporizing poet- 
ry just as a musician will extemporize 
on the keyboard. 
She told me, in a

I used the song every night, 
and I have been using it ever since. 
Newspapers have taken

Yes, that ^s the test." 
The Gospel in the Song. 


"It stands to reason that every song 
must be a Scripture message. 
Miss 
Ada R. Habershon, of London, who 
has written many of the 
hymns that 
Mr. Harkness has set to music, is one 
of the finest Bible students I know. 
She writes specially for me. and has 
supplied me with over 650 hymns, and 
not a poor one amongst them. 
But it 
would be impossible to 
write that 
number of good hymns .if she did not 
know her Bible from cover to cover. 
Fanny Crosby, who wrote 'Safe in the 
Arms of Jesus,' and who, I think, was 
blind from her infancy, memorized the 
first 
four books of the New 
Testa- 
ment, and all her hymns are true to 
Scripture. 
By the way, I met Miss 
Crosby shortly before we left America 


sort of poetic stanzas, how she had 
heard of me 
and longed to see and 
hear me; how she had prayed" for us, 
and would continue to pray for v.s 
during our tour of the world. 
Next 
day she sent me some written verses 
which we published in a little paper 
that we printed on board the 'Ma- 
kura.' " 


."I suppose 
Mr. Harkness 
has de- 
veloped with his experience?" 


"Yes, Mr. Harkness has grown into 
one of our best hymn-writers. 
Being 
so intimately 
associated 
with 
these 
great 
movements, 
and' having 
his 
heart 
stirred by the experiences of 
the hundreds 
who 
. come to> profess 
Christ in the meetings, he has the 
best possible atmosphere in which to 
work. 
He sees the \-arious ways 'n 
which people reach decision, and the 
impress of it all is upon his music 
and words as well. 
A movement of 
this kind 
is the greatest 
school 
a 
gospel hymn-writer could have. Many 
of our great hymn-writers have lo.it 
their power of reaching the 
people 
with 
their 
liymns when 
they 
have 


got out of active work in these, meet- 
ings." 


Work of Robert Harkness. 


"What do 3-0U consider Mr. Hark- 
ness' best hymn?" 


"That is hard to say, but I should 
think the < best strain of melody he 
ever wrote was 'No Burdens 
Yon- 
der.' " 


"Do certain hymns prove more ac- 
ceptable with the public than others'?" 


"Yes; in our campaign in Australia 
three songs stood out 
prominently— 
'Lean Upon His Arms,' 'He Will Hold 
Me Fast,' and 'God Will Take Care 
of You'—although 'Don't Stop 
Pray- 
ing' has been asked for a great deal. 


"The three great deciding 
hymns 
are, ¡Thy God Reigneth," 'My Anchor 
Holds,' and 'He Will Hold Me Fast.' 
You will notice each one of these is 
a short, definite, compelling 
phrase, 
and they illustrate what I said about 
the 
importa'>ke 
of 
simplicity. 
So 
much lies in the title of a hymn. 
It 
is like the summing up of the song; 
it must be a 
phrase which 
runs 
smoothly, and is easily held in the 
mind, carrying a message 
that 
the 
people cannot get rid of. 
One of Mr. 
Harkness' best songs is called 'The 
Old Time Way.' 
It is a simple little 
melody, but it has helped thousands 
of people. 
Mr. Harkness and I had 
just risen from a little prayer at a 
friend's house, where we were visiting, 
just before leaving for our meetinur- 
I happened to say that the only way 
to God was the old-time way. 
The 
phrase caught his ear, and on the 
way to the meeting he thought out 
the words and music of the song. 
P. 
P. Bliss is an example of a writer 
who watched his phrasing very care- 
^fuily. You can take any of his great 
gospel songs—like 'Almost Persuaded," 
'Man of Sorrows,' 'Whosoever Will'— 
and you will not find a single spot 
where a word 
is difficult to 
sing; 
every word" is just the right word, 
and with the musical phrasing it is 
just the same. 
That is what a gospol 
hymn-writer has got to aim at." 


"What kind of audiences do you 
prefer—women, children, or men?" 


"Just say them backwards," replied 
Mr. Alexander, 
with 
a smile, 
"and 
then yoii've got it. 
You can 
touch 
a crowd of men quicker than 
any 
kind of audience, and I think 
any 
speaker or personal worker who has 
had much experience will agree with 
me in this. 
Men are quicker—more 
responsive, 
more 
accurate—than 
women, and they just love to sing," 
How to Make a Crowd Sing. 


"Could you tell us something of the 
secrets of jour success in handling 
a crowd and getting them to sing?" 


"The first thing I look at is the 
construction of the building in which 
the meetings are to be held; 
I find 
out 
its 
acoustic properties, arrange 
the choir accommodation so that there 
shall be no gap between the choir and 
the crowd, and decide thè exact height 
of the conductor's stand. 
This last 
might seem a little thing, but it is 
really a matter of great importance; 
if the leader is too low he loses com- 
mand, if he is too high he is out 0° 
touch. 


"A good deal of 
consideration—or 
rather judgment, for a leader 
has to 
make 
his 
decisions 
promtply—must 
be given to the choice of hymns and 
the way they are sung. 
If I selected 
a heavy hymn at 
the beginning, and 
made the people sing in a high key, 
they would exhaust themselves. There 
are scores of points of this sort; but 
perhaps the most essential thing is 
to create a feeling of unity, a spirit 
of friendliness, and then to lead them 
as quickly as possible to a worshipful 
frame of mind. 


"I am alwaj-s glad to receive storias 
about any help that has been received 
from the singing of any gospel somj. 


and it is no wonder that these songs 
we use are effective, because 
they 
all have so many incidents associated 
with them. 
Whenever I announce a 
song, I likevto tell the people some- 
thing it has "done, and these thingis 
make the songs live. Of course, when 
one is doing this, he must not let the 
people think he is sermonizing them; 
but it can be done in such a way 
that they will always remember the 
song and its message. 
One of the 
most telling examples of what I mean 
occurred in the Melbourne exhibition 
building at the last big men's meet- 
ing. 
I called for a volunteer to sing 
a verse of some song that had helped 
him, and a young fellow got up on a 
chair and sang 'Don't Slop Praying" 
in such a way that 
I knew he had 
got some good out of it. 
So I asked 
him to speak up and tell us about 
it. 
The exhibition is too big a place 
for a fellow to make a speech in, so 
he just shouted as loud as he could; 
'Nine weeks ago I \ras saved througii 
hearing a little girl sing that song." " 
Advice to Choir Masters. 


"If you were giving advice to choir- 
leaders, what would you say?'" 


"I would say, tirst, Adopt as your 
motto "Sing to save," and always re- 
member 
that the 
object of 
sacred 
music is not to entertain, but to lead 
people to Christ. 
If the singing de- 
generates 
into 
mere 
entertainment, 
you will find that the fire will die 
out of the choir. 
It is of the utmost 
importance that the choir-leader and 
the pastor should be of one mind, 
and the leader should constantly let 
his pastpr know that he is there to 
help him and support hnn in his min- 
istry. 
The singing and the preach- 
ing should 
not be 
two 
separated 
parts of a service; they should just 
fit into one another, and make one in 
united effort to win souls. 
I think 
every minister would gain by having 
a song service one Sunday night in 
each month, which would, of course, 
not be an entertainment, but just as 
much an effort to win souls as a 
preaching service, the minister mak- 
ing a good, strong appeal at the close 
of the service. 
The 
great 
Moody 
church in Chicago has one such ser- 
vice every month, and as many as 
thirty conversions have taken 
place 
at one of them. 


"One of the faults in the construc- 
tion of churches and chapels is that 
the choir is cut off so definitely from 
the rest of the congregation; it makes 
them and the congregation feel two 
separate parts, and my experience has 
been that-such a separation is detri- 
mental to the highest results. 
I think 
that the choir should be so placed 
that it feels it is an organic part of 
the congregation. 
Whenever you see 
a great revival you will notice that 
the people pack every part of 
the 
building and there is a sense of unity. 
I aim to secure this effect of unison; 
I invariably try to arrange the seat- 
ing so that you cannot tell where the 
choir ends and the congregation be- 
gins. 


Should Make Hymn Its Own. 


"I think it is a good thing for a 
church to have a piece and make it 
its own—find out what hymn or an- 
them the people all like, settle on thai, 
and sing it till it becomes the regu- 
lar thing—that church's acknowledged 
property; it is like a school havini; 
certain colors. 
I suggested the idea 
to a preacher in Philadelphia thr»^e 
years ago, and when we were in Bos- 
ton, recently, he came to me and re- 
minded me of it. 
He said that his 
people had chosen 'He Lifted Me" is 
their hymn; they had sung it Sunday 
after Sunday, and one after another 
had been converted through it. He said 
that the whole church was in love 
with it, and claimed it for its own. 


"I think, also, it is the misfortune 


of many church choirs 
that 
theiiT 
chief 
musical 
effort—the 
anthem— 
comes immediately after the prayer, 
and that, instead of thinking about 
the prayer, they are half 
the 
time 
thinking about the piece they are go- 
ing to perform. 
I have never for- 
gotten 
one little incident 
in D. Li. 
Moody"s life. During the world's fair, 
in Chicago, I was up in the gallery 
helping to seat the people, and during- 
the prayer I looked down on the plat- 
form at Mr. Moody. 
His very attitude 
showed 
what 
the 
prayer meant 
to 
him. 
One of his assistants came 'n 
from the side and slipped up to give 
him a suggestion. 
He touched 
him 
on the shoulder, but Mr. Moody sim- 
ply shook his head without looking 
up. 
That little shake of the head 
meant more to me than all the lec- 
tures 
I 
heard 
Moody 
give 
on 
'Prayer." " 


"Do you make your plans with Mr, 
Harkness before a service begins?" 


Value of a Consecrated Pianist. 


"No. 
During the whole of the mora 
than eight years that Mr. Harkne.-sS 
has acted as my pianist I do not 
think we have ever 
mapped out 3 
single set program, because—for one 
reason—I never know exactly what I 
am going to do until I see the audi* 
ence and test their mood. 
Mr. Hark- 
ness is so thoroughly 
in 
sympathy 
that he- seems to know by inspiratioa 
what 1 shall choose, and I scarcely 
have to look at him, much less tell 
him what I want. 
He follows me so 
closely, accompanies so readily, and 
transposes with such 
apparent 
ease 
that perhaps the people have no idea 
of the nervous, as well as the physi- 
cal strain of his work. 
The relief to 
the mind of a song leader who can 
depend so thoroughly on his accom- 
panist 
that 
he 
does 
not 
have 
to 
give him a single anxious 
thought, 
can be imagined. 
In this connection 
I would like to add to my advice to 
choir leaders that one thing must not 
be lacking if living praise is to b» 
secured; it is that the man who plays 
the organ should be thoroughly con- 
secrated to God. 
When Robert Hark- 
ness, 
my 
Australian 
pianist, 
came 
with me, I led him to Christ. 
He 
was young in the faith. 
People al- 
ways commented on his good playing. 
He had been with me several months 
%vhen he was suddenly called upon 
to conduct a half-night of prayer in 
Dunedln, New Zealand. 
During this 
service, a man rose and spoke about 
how he had been 
led 
to 
surrender 
everything 
to 
Christ—time, 
money, 
friends, ambition. 
iMr. Harkness ha'J- 
not reached that point of surrendev, 
but during the meeting he did 
so. 
The next afternoon a man came to 
me and said. 'What has happened vo 
your pianist ." 
I said. 'I don't know.' , 
'Well,' he said, 'he doesn't play 
ihe 
way he did yesterday. 
There is some- 
thing there that was not there yester- 
day. 
Find out.' 
I asked Mr. Hark- 
ness what had happened. 
'A man,' I 
said, 'has just asked me what 
has 
made a change in your playing 
since 
yesterday." 
His face brightened up as 
he said. "I had never fully surrendered 
to Christ until last night. 
That may 
account for it." Get your accompanist 
consecrated. 
Get the very best you 
can, but be sure that lie is a Chris- 
tian.'" 


"Do you always use a piano instead 
of ?n organ?" 


"In dealing with a large audience I 
find that a piano accompaniment 
is 
better than a pipe organ, for it gives 
the voices a better chance, and keeps 
them well in pitch and in time, .la 
well as keeping them together. 
With 
a piano the voices are heard to better 
advantage than with 
a 
pipe 
organ 
roaring round their ears, althou.sh a 
pipe organ is probably the best for 
the regular services 
in 
church 
or 
chapel."

It was one of the Fort Wayne pas- 
tors who was speaking and by "un- 
churched," 
he explained, 
he 
rneant 
those who were not members, or ad- 
herents of any church, who were out- 
side of its direct infiuence, not being 
connected 
with 
it 
themselves 
or 
through one of the heads of their fam- 
ilies. 


And then, without waiting for a re- 
ply to this interrogatively-put asser- 
tion, he continued: \ 


"And let me make another 
state- 
ment. 
There are in Fort Wayne be- 
tween 8,000 and 10.000 adult 
people 
whp never enter church doors from 
one year's end to another unless call- 
ed there by a funeral. 
There 
are 
thousands of'others who are only oc- 
casional church goers; very many of 
them whose 
attendance 
at 
church 
services 
during the year 
could 
be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 
There are a host of sinners In Fort 
Wayne."

Brown, counsel for Mrs. Alleen Chris- 
topher. a witness against the alleged 
paving brick trust. 
She was in court 
to show why she had refused to bring 
certain evidence and documents 
be- 
fore the grand jury as requested by 
the 
United States 
district 
attorney. 
Her answer, by her attorney, was that 
she feared the evidence would be ex- 
posed to the persons tnterestsed and 
DeWoody was the man she accused 
through her counsel. 


Mrs. Christopher testified that De- 
Woody came to her at Portage, Wis., 
to get certain information and told her 
of the secret Information the grand 
jury had obtained which later resulted 
in. the indictment of former Cashier 
Fitzgerald, of the federal sub-treasury 
on charges of theft of $173,000. 


Judge Landis directed ¡that this be 
stricken from the records, as not af- 
fecting her charge that 
De Woody 
had violated his instructions of se- 
crecy concerning grand jury informa- 
tion in the specific brick trust case.

WEATHER OBSERVATIONS ON FARMS 
A Common Themometer, Propcrlyi l^eltered Very Use- 
ful In Ascertaining Weather 'Conditions.

Beslnntog with this knowledge, the 
need of actual observations through 
the use of accurate instruments fol- 
lows In natural sequence, thiat he may 
to determine how nearly the 
#«»ther condltlions experienced 
are 
measuring up to the Ideal. 


Such records cannot be niade, how- 
ever, without the aid of good Instru- 
ments, since the senses are more or 
less unreliable as weather recorders. 
Even out-of-door workers are often

misled regarding the temperature of 
thè air or the amount of rainfall dur- 
, Ing a shower. 
Some days seem warm 
when the thermometer reads compara- 
tively low, and others cool, although 
the temperature may be much higher. 
The thermometer alone can be de- 
pended upon to give the true tempera- 
ture. 
- río matter how good a thermometer 
may be, it will not indicate the true 
temperature of the air unless it is 
properly exposed. 
The variations In 
temperature reported by neighbors In 


d^usslng how eold or how warm It 
was. at a given time are more fre-^ 
quently due to lack of uniformity In 
the exposure of the Instruments t h ^ 
to errors In the Inst-uments them- 
selves or to actual dlfierences In tem- 
perature at the various locations. . 


In a proper exposure the .Ihermom- 
et@r should be protected from the di- 
rect rays of the sun ^ s well as from 
the reflected heat of pavements, walls, 
etc., and at the same time should 
receive a free circulation of air all 
around it. 
If the sun shines upon 
the thermometer, the glass portions 
and the mercury ai > heated above the 
temperature of the surrounding air. 
In the same way the heat from the 
side of a building or from the surface 
of the ground may make the ther- 
mometer warmer thah the free air. 


The best place to expose a thermom- 
eter is in the center, of a slat-sided 
box, two or three feet on a side, with 
a door opening to the north and hav- 
ing a double roof with an air space be- 
tween, as shown In the illustration. 


In case such a shelter cannot be se- 
cured or constructed, the next best ex- 
posure Is on the north wall of a build- 
ing where the instrument will be pro- 
tected as much as possible from the 
sun's rays and from the heat of sur- 
roimdlng objects. 


The farmer may derive great bene- 
fits by the use of such an instrument 
if coming weather changes can be 
foreseen. 
An afternoon shower has 
often seriously damaged a crop of hay 
that was mowed in the morning, but 
which could have been left standing 
another day without injury had the 
rain been expected. 
At critical times 
the knowledge that a frost is imminent 
on a coming night may enable a far- 
mer or gardener to save his entire 
crop by immediate harvesting, if it 
has reached maturity, or, if not yet 
fully matured, he is often able to re- 
duce his loss to a minimum by burn- 
ing smudges or resorting to other pro- 
tective measures;

A neighbor of mine had 88 high- 
grade ewe Shropshlres last spring. The 
business was new to him, and'he stud- 
led the sheep and the available bulle- 
tins upon their care as he went along, 
learning the way oyer one difficulty as 
'they arose. 
Only 33 ewes produced 
lambs—47 lambs—and 
only 40 
of 
these lived to a marketable age. 


These ewes sheared 380 pounds of 
wodl, which brought 29 1-2 cents per 
pound, netting him $112.10^ or $2.95 
per ewe. 


The farmer determined to save 17 
of the best ewes and thus enlarge his 
flock to 66 for next year. 
This left 
him 22 lambs to sell. These had besn 
contracted for in 
advance 
at 6 1-2 
cents per pound at home, and they 
weighed 1,480 pounds when sold in 
June. 
- 


This makes an average of weight of 
64 1-8 pounds, a price of $4.18 
per 
head, and a total of $96.20. 
The 17 
lambs which 
he kept, at $4.18 per 
head, would add $17.06 to the account. 
The total Income was thus $2'79.86. 


These sheep have done some excel- 
lent work In cleaning weeds out of 
the farm, to say nothing of the value 
of the manure, which is worth at least 
$25. 


My neighbor did not keep a separate 
account of the cost of keeping the 
sheep, but the reader can form a fair 
Judgment as to whether 
there Is a 
good profit at these figures.—C. W. 
Cclfe.

ROCK OR STEEL BRIDGES? 


Stone Structures Cost About the Same As Steel And Are 
Practically Indistructible 


By Isaac Motes. 


Nothing is truer than that the best 
is cheapest. 
Especially is this true in 
road and bridge building. 


A small rock 
bridge that costs a 
thousand dollars or so and lasts a 
hundred years, with almost 
no re- 
pairs, is a great deal cheaper than an 
iron one costing about the same that 
lasts twenty-five or thirty years, with 
expensive repairs during 
the 
latter 
period of its life. 


There Is a sense of endurance and 
permanence about stone bridges that 
is lacking in iron bridges, for a good 
stone ( bridge may last five hundred 
years, while an iron bridge that re- 
mains In good condition for twenty- 
five years is doing well. 


Naturally 
good 
roads 
and good 
bridges go together, and it is extrava- 
gance for any county to put a great 
deal of money into rock roads unless 
the bridges are both good and endur- 
ing. 


When you put money Into an Iron 
bridge ("tin bridges," they are called) 
over a small stream, you are investing 
the people's money In a make-shift. 


The country that has good building 
stone convenient 
would 
far better 
build substantial rock arches over all 
|ts small stream«. 
' By this means the work can be per- 
formed by local people, and the money 
for labor of masons, and the hauling 
of material, would be left in the coun- 
try wiiere it would circulate. 


If made sufilciently massive and the 
abutments were as 
secure 
as they 
should be, with run-round spaces for 
high water to get by without flowing 
over the bridge. It might remain there 


in good condition 
for 
hundreds of 
years. 


It might be impracticable to build 
rock bridges over wide streams, cer- 
tainly without the help of masons 
qualified to superintend and 
direct 
such construction 
work, but 
nine- 
tenths of the bridges In every county 
are small ones and might safely be 
built of stone'by those masons of aver- 
age efflciency, usinir home material 
and home labor for all the work. 


I have recently been talking with 
my pastor, who is Just back from a 
long trip to Europe, and he says the 
greatest contrast between America and 
Europe, 
especially 
In 
England, 
France and Germany, is in the roads 
and bridges. 
--- 


Over there every road Is a good 
one, and every bridge is a good one, 
and almost always of stone. The roads 
are wide and well macadamized and 
laid out on scientific lines, and they 
add Erreatly to the charm of the scen- 
ery and' contribute to the wealth of 
the farmers and the nations. 


But the value of the roads would 
be greatly reduced If ths bridges were 
not equally enduring, and the main- 
tenance of these bridges would be 
quite an It^m If expensive repa^irs were 
necessary at frequent intervals, as In 
the case of old Iron bridges, not to 
mention, renewals. 


In England nineteen-twentieths of 
the bridges are of stone, and the far-

what It costs in this country. 


CARE OF SHEEP. 


It is poor business for sheep, to- 
drink Ice water, 
because It lowers 
their temperature and affects their dl^. 
gestion and requires more feed to bring 
them back to a normal condition. 


When yot: see a sh^ep going down 
on Its knees freq - ntly. you may be 
pretty sure that Its hoifs are affected 
and need prompt attention. 


If the dirt fioor of the sheep bam 
cannot be kept perfectly dry. a plank 
floor with plenty of straw is necessary. 


A huhdred feet of drain tile laid 
under the-floor, of the sheep pen will 
ktep It perfectly dry all the time. 


Whenever ticks are found the sheep 
.must be dipped at ones. 
There are a 
' htimb«r of excellent dips on the mar- 
ket which can be. obtained In every 
toiwi. 


If sheep become lacerated on wire 
fence or other 
objects, - ^ t d i 
the 
wounds carefully. £;nd If msggots ap- 
pear. wash the wounds with a weak 
solution of carbolic aold and water. 
If the\wounds are deep and dIflJcult 
to reaeh, tnjieot tho solution with a 
' atoali ^ass syringe. 


Remember that one treatment of 
wounds or of any disease will never 
. <rar«. Look aftar the wounded orlsiek 
' an'imAls «very day until they are .tn- 
tlrely well.

TRAINING A SHEEP DOG. 


A puppy should always l^e broken 
with an old female dog. 
One that Is 
thdrouierhfj^^: tri^ned. At flrst the young- 
whi ^ ^ o do four times as much 
work" as necessary, and. his efCorts to 
Imitate the old dog will nearly run his 
legs off. He' will soon learn his lesson, 
however, and will learn more from an 
o^d dog than from the best trainer. 


When the puppy Is able to take care 
of the Hock himself, then keep the old 
dog at home and keep the puppy hard 
at work for at least a year, so that he 
will not forget his lesson. 


The greatest danger In training pup- 
pies Is In making them whip shy, 
A 
thoroughbred collie pup should never 
be touched with a whip, and If he Is" 
of the right sort will nevei^need to be. 
A little scolding is all that will be 
necessary to correct his faults. 
As a 
rule, a puppy will do what Is asked 
of him as soon as he understands what 
is wanted. 


A good way to train a puppy to 
guard a coat or other object Is to 
chain him with a short chain near a 
feed, box to which animals are accus- 
tomed to come. 
His fear of being 
trampled on will prompt him to de- 
fend himself, and a few lessons of this 
kind will make him a flrst-olass watch- 
dog.

The excessive rearing of brood at 
the wrong season of increase ii^ the 
number of colonies greatly reduces the 
surplus honey crop by consumption. 
The ideal to which all-progressive bee 
keepers work, when x>peratirig simply 
for honey, is to stimulate brood rear- 
ing to prepare bees for gathering, to 
retard breeding when It is less desir- 
able, and to prevent swarming;.. Yéry 
few succeed in 
ent^ely 
preventing 
swarming, but* by^jv^pus methods the 
situation can hì^^rgeìy controlled. 


When a swarm issues. It usually flrst 
settles on a limb of a tree or Jt),ush near 
the,apiary. 
It was formerly comrnon 
to make a noise by beating pans or 
ringing bells in the belief that tUis 
causes the swarm to settle. 
There is 
no foundation for such action on the 
part of the bee keeper. 
If the bees 
light on' a small limb that can be 
spared. It may simply be sawed off 
and the bees carried to the hive and 
thrown on a sheet or hive cover In 
front of the entrance. 
If the Ìimb 
cannot be cut, the swarm 
can be 
shaken off into a box or basket on a 
pole and hived. 
If the bees light on 
the trunk of a tree or in some Inac- 
cessible place, they can flrst be at- 
triiOted away by a comb, preferably 
ccntalnlng unsealed brood. 
In these 
manipulations it is not necessary to 
gftt all the bees, but if the-<queen is 
not with tfcose which are put in the 
hive the bees will go into the air 
again .and :{pln the cluster. 
^ 


It Is desirable early in the season, 
before any preparations are made for 
swarming, to go through the ^apiary 
and clip one wing of each queen so 
that if a swarm Issues the queen can- 
not fly and the bees can be easily re- 
turned to the old stand. 
This should 
be don^ before the hive becomes too 
populous. 
It Is perhaps best to clip 
queens as they are introduced, bbt 
some co'onies may rear new ones with- 
cut the knowledge of the owner, and 


a spring examination will Insure no 
escaf ing swarms. 


When clipping the queen's wing 1« 
not practiced, swarms may be pre- 
vented from leaving by the use of 
queen traps of perforated «Inc. These 
allow the workers to pass out. but not 
drones or queens, which, on leavlns 
the entrance, ptu^. up to an upper com- 
partment from which they cannot re- 
turn. 
These aró also used ifor keep- 
ing undesirable dror ^s froni escaping^ 
and tLe drones die of starvation.

Queens sometimes die during th« 
Winter and early 
spring, and sine« 
there is no brood from which the bee* 
can replace them, the queenless colo- 
nics are "hopelessly queenless." Be« 
keepers in the North can frequently 
buy queens from Southern breeder« 
early in the spring, and naturally this 
is better than leaving the colony with- 
out a queen until the bees can rea# 
one, as it is Important that there b« 
no stoppage in brood rearing at thU 
season.

Farm girls who envy the girls of 
the city and imagine that they lead 
lives of comparative ease and pleasure, 
would , have their eyes opened if they 
really knew what city life means to 
th 
working girls. 
The girl who has 
to earn .her living with her hands In 
a great^ c^ty Is doomed to a. life <>f 
drudgery. 
The great army of scrub 
women who swarm 
down town at 
evening to clear up the great office 
buildings and stores tell the story of 
disappointed lives of 
city 
working 
girls. 


Most of these woman 
come from 
the great army of young women who, 
having- become too old to serve as 
cooks or maids In the smart homes of 
the rich, or who have married poor 
men unable to support them and their 
families and are obliged to take up 
the hardest and most menial work 
that falls to the lot of women. 
They 
toll all night long scrubbing, cleaning 
cuspidors, dusting rugs and furniture, 
and earn only a poor, bare living. To 
this bitter end thousands come every 
year. 


Working girls In a big city taste 
little of the sweetness of 
life, but 
mubh of IM~bltterness. 


In order to live cheaply they, must 
rent rooms In the suburbs—a long dis- 
tance from their places of work. They 
rise at daylight, ride many miles In 


crowded cars, after standing, pushed 
and jostled by rough m«n and after 
long hours of hard work are pushed. 
Jostled and crowded in the flght for 
Stonding ropm in the homeward-bound 
cars at evening. 


;MiBiny of them are but little be^tter 
than slaves.' The men who hire them 
get every ounce of work out of them 
that they are capable of wringing. 
They are obliged to register the time 
of arrival at the workshop and their 
departure. 
They 
cannot 
leave the 
workroom without permission. 
They 
are often c mpelled to work with men 
and boys, and In many cases the sur- 
roundings are often decidedly unpleas- 
ant and even revolting to girls of good 
morals and clean minds. 


No factory girl can hope to earn 
more than a bate living- 
Her clothes 
must be of the cheapest quality and 
her food limited to actual necessities. 
H 
pleasures are few, because wher- 
ever she goes she must pay, pay, pay. 
She must count every penny for living 
expenses, and when they are counted 
there are none left for pleasure. 


She has no social advants^es, and 
her acquaintances are limited to. her 
mates In the shop, who live miles 
apart and can never be seen outside 
of v/orking hours. 


If she marries, it must be to some 
man-who, like iierself, earns his liv- 


ing with his hands, and seldom little 
more. The day she marries her wages 
stop, or even if she keeps on at the 
factory for a few months, the flrst 
baby stops her earning capacity. Then 
there are three, mouths, to feed with 
her husband's earnings only, and the 
condition is worse than before. Pov- 
erty is the evil of the city, and falls 
heaviest on the women and children. 


The country girl may well contrast 
her -own condition with that of the 
city girl, and she will flnd it vastly 
better. 
Sha has a home with good 
food and bed and clothing, and enjoys 
the society of her relatives and neigh- 
bors. 


She is independent and free from 
the terror of old age 
and poverty, 
which clutches the heart of every city 
working girl who has passed the in- 
nocent and hopeful stage of youth and 
realizes what the future holds for 
her. 


The country girl's opportunity t6r 
marrying well and rear ing.. a family in 
conifort and ^Independence 
.is vastly 
better than that of the city girls. 
She 
has to'work hard, naturally, but hot as 
hard as the city girl, and her sur- 
roundings and conditions of life on the 
fariti in every way are healthful, hope- 
ful and full of the possibilities of use- 
fulness and happiness In old age 


To stop a growing decrease in the 
yield of the average acre, the govern- 
ment has made provision for the estab- 
lishment of agricultural colleges and 
experimental stations. Within the last 
few years the acre has been respond- 
ing better and the yield Is increasing. 
Conservation of natural resources has 
had a great deal of attention lately. I 
think broad-minded, men will have no 
difficulty in reaching the conclusion 
that the soils of the co'untry are the 
greatest asset the nation has; that 
progress in all directions depends upon 
tho condition of the soil, and 
that 
there is no material inquiry of such 
great value as what pertains to the 
soils of the United States. The notion 
is not worth being entertained that 
any of our soils are beyond redemp- 
tion. 


The people of the older natior.j of 
the world took care of fertility of the 
soil as a matter of prime necessity, and 
lonj ago ascertained the propen suc- 
cession of crops and their relation to 
the soil, the food of man, and the food 
of animals. 


They knew the soil, must be fed, that 
proper physical conditions must be 
maintained, .and they learned from 
experience how to do It. They learned 
that the Cjcaylng plant returned to 
the soil is the best food the growing 
plant can have. 
They became aware 
that the removal of the crops from 
the farm resulted In soil deterioration 
unless the 
equivalent 
was returned 
from some source. 
They had discov- 
ered the value of the legume In farm 
management long 
before Hellrlegel 


discovered Its ofllce in fixing nitroged 
In the soil. 


The Southern States are making 
great progress in agriculture, and In- 
stances of production, indicating what 
the soil can be made to do. might b« 
cited. 
Boys under 16 years of age In 
South Carolina grew 228 bushels of 
corn to an acre. Even in the great com 
belt nothing of that kind has eve» 
been done. 
The average in the com 
belt is quite low; that average might., 
be greatly increased. 


Each of 46,400 boys under 16 year« 
of age, has grown corn or potatoes 
or tobacco or some other crop during 
the season Just passed. Whatever the 
boy is doing Interests the mature man. 
The Southern States are offering prizes 
to boys who 
have 
organized them- 
selves into clubs for the purpose of 
bringing up to full activity the produce 
tive powers of tl.3 Southern soil. 


That might be done fn other sec- 
tions of the country with great proflt. 
The boy of 16 who has grown two 
or three times the average amount 
of corn grown on an acre in his State, 
begets an Interest In the farm. 
H« 
sees the proflt resulting from good 
management. 
He learns his flrst les- 
son with regard to fertilizing and wltl> 
regard to cultivation, the proper selec« 
tion of seed, and all that; and he alsof 
learns the most valuable lessons hd 
will ever get In his life. 


Work similar to this need not bd 
confined to corn, tobacco and pota- 
toes, but might also be done with re* 
gard to all other farm Interests.

The- will pick up a great deal o j 
green feed in their rambles about tho 
place, and except for fowls that are 
being fattened for market, the nearer 
we can come to keeping them in thelf 
natural surroundings the better. 


If the laying hens are very fat at 
the beginning of the laying season. It 
is well to check up on their feeding 
for a little time until they are some- 
what reduced in flesh. A good diet 
is only an ounce of lean meat per dsy 
for a week or ten days, and a tea< 
spoonful of millet seed in the litter tC 
make them take exercise. 


An over-fat laying hen Is an abomi- 
nation, but at the same time a hen 
that is too lean cannot be e x p e c t ^ t o 
produce as many eggs as one that Is 
in good, fair shape.

of the senate by only three votes. 


There is reason 
to believe the 


British government has been de- 
sirous of having that treaty rati- 
fied by our government or ready to 
agree to another,of similar character 


> so that President Taft's policy seems 


within easy reach of success.

Supremacy of the seas, which, it is 


believed, the Europa. will hold for a 
while at least is expressed in the gen- 
eral dimensions and tonnage of the 
groVing steamship. 
She will he. 900 


feet long and 9G feet beam, with a 
tonnage ^of BO,000 and a displacement 
of 70,000 tons. 
There will be nine 


decks above the water line, piaklng the 
steamship literally a skyscraper afloat. 
If the material, usad in . construction 
were loaded on freight cars it \voulil 
fill a train forty-tour miles in lonsth. 


Tho pa.ssenger carrying capacity ot 


the Europa will be 4.250. 
The crow. 


Including stewards, 
cooks arid 
the 


usual retinue of a pansenser steam- 
ship, will number about eight hundred. 


The Europn, therefore, will have ac- 
comodations for approximately 5,000 
persons, which exceeds the population 
of many of the metropolitan' suburbs. 


A distinguishing feature of the new 


stcnmshlp will bo its system of ventil- 
ation. The familiar ventilators which 
project above the dot-ks of steamships 
of the present day will not be seen on 
board the Europa. Air, brought to a 
proper .temperature, will be forced to 
the various compartments by pumps. 
It Is expected that this method npt 
only will augment comfort of passen- 
gers, but will solve the problem of pro- 
viding pure air for men in the engine 
rooms and stol;o holds. 


Several 
trans-Atlanllc 
steamships 


now are provided with gymnarfiums. 
The 
Europaa 
gymnasium equipment 


will include a running track, a swim- 
ming pool. Turkish baths and a squash 
court. An athlete will be able to cross 
the ocean without breaking training.

There will be a Rltz-Carlton restau- 


rant, a rathskeller, a palm garden, sun 
parlors and prlx-ate dining rooms.

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 14.—Colonel 


Theodore Roosevelt as the guest of the 
chamber of commerce at its annual 
banquet last night made his first pub- 
lic address since the recent elections. 
He was cordially greeted by a. gather- 
ing: of upward of 600'men representa- 
tive of the business and commercial | 
Interests and the professions of the 
state. 
The banquet had more than 


ordinary significance through the pres- 
ence of the chief guest, who so recentlv 
was in controversy with Judge Simeon 
E. Baldwin, who as the democratic 
nominee for governor overturned the 
political complexion of the state. Judg» 
Baldwin was not present and the place 
assigned to him at the guests table 
bore route evidence of his absence. 


, Toasts Taft and -White. 


Colonel Roosevelt was greeted with 


cheers when lasted 
fully a minute 


when he rose to speak. 
. "It .seems to me that nothing could 
be a better augury of the future of this 
country," he said, "than that a repub- 
lican president should appoint an cx- 
coritederate of opposite political faith j 
chief justice of the United States su- j 
preme court and receive unanimous' 
applause of his. countrymen. With the \ 
permission of your president I shall 
propose two toasts: 
First, to PresI- ] 


dent Taft. and second, to that learned 
Jurist. Chief Justice White."

Colonel Roosevelt said he was glnil to ' 
say in New Haven "precisely what ho j 
had said to many former gatherings in I 
the west."

The colonel urged the passage of 


legislation to benclit labor. H was his 
criticism of ex-Judge Baldwin's atti- 
tude toward such legislation which led 
to their controversy.

In explaining his Idea of the "square 


de:il" Colonel Roosevelt said: 


"I don't want the prize In the race 


to go to the man who Isn't fast enough 
to win it. I want them to start even." 
Equal opportunity, he said, represent- 
ed the idea upon which the republic 
was founded. 


"I care for the fact," he continued, 


"and not in the least for the form. 
You hear a good deal of national 
rights and of state's rights. 
I'm for 


both." . 


He explained this by saying that hi 


was for national rights where they 
would best serve the welfare of the 
people, and for state's rights where 
there exercise was most beneficial. 


Colonel Roosevelt 'said corporations 


should be treated with an exact meas- 
ure of justice. 
Give and Exact Justice. 


"Your grocer must make a profit or 


he won't continue to sell groceries," he 
explained, but if you pay his bills 
•without examining them you don't 
show that you have a soft heart.' You 
show that you have a soft head." 


The, government, he declared, should 


deal with corporations on the same 
basis as a. man deals with .his grocer, 
in giving and exacting justice. 


The colonel said there had been "a 


good deal of loose talk" about pro- 


• .posed changes in forms of govern- 
-ment. 
The effort to get more com- 


plete control over the agencies of In- 
terstate commerce 
for 
the 
federal 


government represents, he said, not 
an innovation which was not con- 
templated by the constitution but a 


• realization of the purposes of the con- 
stitution.

A century and a quarter ago no such 


legislation was needed he said. Now 
It was imperatively needed. 


"The forces striving for social and 


economic betterment are certain to 
find an outlet," he said. "The question 
Is, will It go forward wisely? 


Evil Solution Feared. 


"Our fathers in this country have 


solved many great questions. To us in 
this generation have come other great 
questions. It re.ta.wftb men like you 
to determine whether they shall be 
solved, whether they shall bring w th 
the good untold evil to the country.'

Own People in Order on 


the Reservations. 


NATIVE SCHOOL MEN 


Washington, D. C., 'Dec. 14.—One of 


the finest police torccs in the United 
States is composed of Indians ana. is 
used to keep the redmen on the reser- 
vations in order. 
The body of less 


than 1,000 trained redmen to which 
Uncle Sam through his Indian agents 
intrusts the safe keeping of life and 
property on the 
reservations 
need 


yield thefpalm to no like organization 
in this country. The agents to a man 
say as much each year In their reports. 
Army officers, who in previous cam- 
paigns have called on these men to 
aid in subduing unruly bands o£ In- 
dian marauders, agree and Uncle Sam 
is proud of them. 
For $200,000 a year the government 


gets a corps of trained men mounted 
on their own ponies and with a recbrc 
for fidelity and intelligent performance 
of duty. They are the pick 'of their 
tribes; they are officered and directed 
in minor matters by the leaders ..of 
their bands; they are m'en willing "to 
do any duty from facing a gun with- 
out flinching to chastising a youngster 
who has played truant from school. 


Their Duties Ar« Numerous. 


Each reservation has a force o£ these 


police, recruited from the tribe on the 
reservation. The men are selected ana 
the chief is appointed by the Indian 
agent or superintendent, 
i The police 


are his men .under his direction. They 
are appointed to do or -attempt any- 
thing and everything he bids them. •" 


They not onljT keep order among 


their own people, but they must safe- 
guard the Interests of the tribe against 
other'tribes and trespassing palefaces. 
They must see that the laws, whether 
made by the "white father" at Wash- 
ington or by the superintendent, are 
obeyed. They must prevent the sale of 
whisky, soothe the spirit of unrest 
among the tribesmen, enforce the at- 
tendance o( children at the schools, ar- 
rest or reject trespassers, corral and 
arrest such roving bands of Indiana as 
may threaten to stir up trouble and 
.latl dangerous criminals whenever the 
occasion requires. 
They miiat have 


the instincts of the city sleuth and the 
trailing ability of th«ir wild ancestors. 


All In all, the Indian police force 


more nearly approaches the 
north- 


western mounted police of the 
Can- 


adlmrgovernment than any other body, 
red or white. 


Most of the men chosen for the po- 


lice are graduates of the Indian schools 
and men of a high order of Intelli- 
gence. IJhey are muscled, sturdy and 
enduring men, able to undergo forced 
marches 
and 
withstand 
inclement 


weather. -' 


They are uniformed in army 
blue 


jackets and trousers, and leggings are 
furnished them. A gray'felt hat, some- 
what on the order of the army fatigue 
hat, but with a taller crown and wider 
brim, is generally used. When seen in 
drill or marching; formation, sitting 
their mounts with as steady a seat as 
the average cavalryman, they present 
an imposing front. They are armed 
with revolvers, sling-shots and hand- 
cuffs, furnished *y the 
government.

Says Disease Keeps 


Many Back. \ 
\ 


OFTEN 
UNSUSPECTED 


Indianapolis,. Dec. ]4.-~Tn presenting 


the rcpm-forthe Indiana State School 
for the Dcnf to the legislative visiting 
committee, Superintendent Richard O. 
Johnson declared that there arc chil- 


dren in nearly every public school^ in 
the state that are really too deaf to be 
properly cared 1'or 
In the 
public 


schools, although the fact that 
the 


child Is partially deaf is often unsus- 
pected by the teacher or even by .its 
parents. 


Mr. Johnson explained 
that 
this 


made It impossible for these children 
to be properly educated in the large 
classes and the general class work ot 
the public school, and as a result they 
are designated as lazy and stupid, while 
In reality they are bright'pupila. Be- 
ing left behind in the race, they be- 
come discouraged and indifferent ana 
acquire a tendency down the scale to 
delinquency, too frequently to deprav- 
ity, he said. 


Discussing the prov.ilenen of deaf- 


ness, Mr. Jonson told the committee 
that'in all parts of the country where 
appropriation and .capacity permit it, 
the enrollment In schools for the deaC 
constantly 18 Increasing. 
. 
Mr. Johnson said that Indiana has 


been,limited in both capacity and ap- 
propriations. 


"When these are 
made 
sufficient, 


and through the aid oC tho compulsory 
education law ana systematic effort, 
the enrollment In the sj^xte will be 
very grealy increased," ho asserted. 
"Every deaf boy or girl in the state 
should be given an opportunity for 
education, and their parents compelled 
to avail themselves of the opportunity 
presented. 


Review Shows Success. 


"The school h«s 
been 
established 


solely for the benefit of Its pupils—to 
promote their highest Intellectual, re- 
ligious, mornl, phylslcal and Industrial 
well-being, to the end that they shall 
go out from Itfl portals God-foaring, 
righteous men and citizens 
of 
our 


state. 
"A state-wide view, of Iho lives and 


occupations of the former pupils of the 
school confirms tho statement that wo 
have been successful and their cfforli 
in after Hfo have rebounded to the 


interests or the state In every con- 
ceivable manner. In fiict, It Is believed, 
In proportion to their numbers ana ac- 
cording to opportunities .-presented, a 
greater percentage of tho deaf have 
attained to worthy citizenship thnn 
have the hearing. 


"Our every effort is, as It must be, 


along educational lines approved by 
modern pedagogues, to the end that 
those going out from the school shall 
be properly prepared to become useful 
citizens and ot material worth to the 
state. 
"Tho preservation and prosperity of 


a free people, or of any form o£ gov- 
ernment wlilc'.i Is of the people, de- 
pends upon the average self-support- 
ing men and women, who are of alout 
hearts, clear heads, skillful hp.nds and 
good morals. It Is into this class wo 
strive to graduate our deaf boys «nd 
girls. 
"It miJat always be remembered that 


the Indiana State School for the Deaf 
is not only for those totally deaf and 


mute, but also for those partially deaf 
ana with speech in some d«sree, who 
have- failed to receive proper instruc- 
tion and benefit In the public schools 
for hearing-speaking youth. 


No Family Exempt. 


"Deafness and muteness are not two 


separate physical defects, but stand 
together as cause and effect. Muteness- 
is the natural result of deafness. 
A 


minority, only of the deaf are horn so, 
the majority of them suffering the af- 
fliction through diseases of childhood. 
And no family with children Is ex- 
empt from the ravages of such dis- 
eases, whatever the condition or loca- 
tion; therefore, every parent, every- 
where, should have Interest In the edu- 
cation, and welfare of the deaf. Under 
some conditions in infancy and very 
young nge, with intelligent supervi- 
sion of parents and with proper medi- 
cal treatment and surgery, some case? 
of deafness may bo avoided, but gen- 
erally, it may be stated, deafness is 


a permanent affliction for which there 
is no. veal cure. 


"Quite a number of children 
can 


hear, but cannot, or at least do not, 
speak, and for this reason are denied 
the privileges of the public schools. 
Children of this class, if not distinctly 
fcoblo-mlnded, should be received hero 
and drilled In articulation and given 
an education. 
The division between 


the feeble-minded and those not so Is 
more or less Indefinite, and the 'border 
line' cases should be given the benefit 
of every doubt, 


"Are all these children worth sav- 


ing? 


"But one answer Is possible. The 


place for them Is in a modern, up-to- 
date school for the deaf, where, wisely 
directed efforts 
of specially trained 


and skilled teachers prevail In both 
literary 
and 
industrial departments, 


and along moral lines."

Some of the points at which we 


buy are as far away as Payne. La- 


range and Berne." 
The Eckart company kill at their 


regular slaughter house all the hogs 
and cattle they use in their own whole- 
sale trade to the butchers nnd other 
dealers. 
The cattle, however, are 


shipped here alive from western points. 


The Meat We Eat. 


"WJth the high prices that have pre- 


vailed for the last several months for 
meat, pork and beef." said the Sentinel 
reporter, "It would have paid a man 
to be a vegetarian?" 


"Yes. Indeed." replied Mr. Bell, "from 
dollar and cents point of view, but 


there are Tnany of us who couldn't 
go It very long on that kind of a bill 
of fare." 


"How much meat do you suppose we 


eat here in Fort Wayne in the course 
of n year?" asked the reporter. 


"You are a meat cater. Let me tell 


you something." said Mr. Bell. 
"If 


you arc 
BO years of age, you have 


en ten In your lifetime a herd of cattl? 
and a pretty big drove of hogs. Just 
get out your book and figure It up. A 
healthy man ordinarily e.ats a pound 
of meat a day. 
In sixty years that 


ould be 21,000 pounds of meat." 


And then Mr. Bell got down to figur- 


ing on the amount of meat eaten In 
Fort Wayne In the course of a year. 


Into Big Figures. 


Expressed In pounds, 
the 
amount 


eaten 
by 
the 
64,000 people of Fort 


Wayne runs Into big figures. Mr.' Bell 
was particular to say that the figures 
given were .only approximately correct, 
simply an estimate, "a guess only," 
he suid. But he has been a buyer of 
stock 
for years, Is well acquainted 


with kical sales, and, probably better 
than any other man, Is able to give 
something near correct figures. 


His estimate was that we consumed 


in Fort Wayne during the year, eaten 
by our city people, 13,000 head of beef 
cattle and 
la,000 
calves—5,565,000 


pounds of beef and 780,000 pounds of 
veal—amounting 
to 
6,345,00.0 pounds 


in the beef line. 


Probably 41,200 hogs of an average 


weight of 165 pounds were eaten in 
the year. 
This 
would 
amount 
to 


5,148,000 pounds of pork. 


Practically but few sheep are eaten, 


not more than 2,600 in a year, aggre- 
gating 
10.400 
pounds. _But adding 


them to the beef and po"rk figures, it 
gives 31,503,400 pounds of meat con- 
sumed by the people of Fort Wayne in 
a year. 


That Is 180 pounds of meat a year 


for each man, woman and child, in- 
cluding the Infants In the cradle. Do 
you eat .your share, gentle reader? 


Poultry, Eggs, Etc. 


Poultry, chickens, turkeys, geese and 


ducks, are clearly In the meat line. 
Eggs must 
be 
considered 
so, dtoo. 


Hence when we talk about the meat 
we eat 
here In Fort Wayne, poultry

Wednesday was the hundredth an- 


niversary of the birth of Kllhu Bur- 
ritt, ''the learned l-iicksmlth." and the 
man who did more to awaken the con- 
science of the world to an active pro- 
test against war thnn any other of his 
generation. If m>t ot the century. Its 
did not live to see tho fruition of his 
Inliors which later years have brought 


about in The Hague conferences and 
Tho Hague court, but probably no 
single person did more than he. It as 
much to put 
In motion the 
forces 


that have brought about these results. 
In fact, the events which in a measure 
clouded the later years of his life must 
have made him feel that his efforts had 
been futile, because In a single decade 
three of the bloodiest wars 
in the 


world's history were waged: our own 
civil war. the hostilities over 
the 


Schleswlg-Holsteln question and the 
Franco-Prussian war. 


But discouragements like these could 


not check his benevolences, which were 
practiced ns opportunity served 'to the 
end of his days. The Irish people owed 


him much in the time of their great 
distress in the middle of the last cen- 
tury, when he went among them, min- 
istering to their needs In every way 
that he could, and It was mainly due 
to his impassioned appeal to the Amer- 
ican people In their behalf that a. ves- 
sel was Iltted out In Boston with sup- 
plies for their relief, under the com-' 
mand of the late Capt. R. B. Forbes. 
In his acquisition of languages he was 
an example of what could be done 
without other Instruction than that 
which he could llnd In bonks, and "the 
Improvement of those precious frag- 
ments of time known as odd moments." 
It used to he sad of George P. Marsh, 
our llrst minister to Italy, :i post which 


he held for twenty-one years, that h«

Philadelphia, Dec. 14.—"The putting 


to death of Queen, the elephant guilty 
of murdering her keeper." said a re- 
tired showman, "naturally brings up 
recollections of elephants 
that 
were 


famous in thnlr day, among- them Han- 
nibal, Columbus, Virginius, Pizarro, 
Bolivar and Jumbo. 


"By the way, it may surprise people 


who remember Jumbo to know that he 
was not the largest elephant ever in 
captivity, 
although 
that 
distinction 


was claimed for him. He was the tall- 
est, being six inches higher than Han- 
nibal was in his day, but Hannibal 
weighed 1,000 pounds more than Jum- 
bo, and Jumbo never welshed 14,000 
pounds, as they said he did, nor within 
4,000 pounds of it. 


"Moreover. Hannibal was the most 


perfect specimen of an elephant ever 
exhibited. Jumbo was long legged and 
sway-backed, being an 
African 
ele- 


phant, and he had oVily ugly stumps 
where his tusks had been. Hannibal 
was an Asiatic elephant, finely pro- 
portioned and had tusks 
seven 
feet 


long, white as snow and with the ex- 
quisite velvety polish of finished ivory. 


"Hannibal was poisoned 
to death, 


too, but not in the way of execution 
for viciousness. 
He was the kindest 


nnd most docile of beasts and of al- 
most human intelligence. His death 
was accidental. 
Tt occurred just after 


the civil war. in the mountains in 
southern Pennsylvania. 


"He belonged to' Hyatt Foster, then 


proprietor of the celebrated Van Am- 
)urgh show.

The British people are now engrossed 


in the great task of amending their 
constitution. The way In ivhich they 
go about It Is highly instructive to 
Americans. 


The simplest possible 
method 
of 


amanding the American constitution is 
so difficult and tedious that for about 
a century no very serious effort has 
been made to alter thaj: Instrument, 
except when the three war 
amend- 


ments were fairly pinned on to It with 
bayonets. 


Mark the contrast between British 


and American methods. The house of 
commons, by a majority vote, proposes 
a change 
In the constitution. The 


house of lords concurring, the change 
goes Into effect at once. The lords re- 
jecting it. the house of commons dis- 
solves .and after only a few days' 
campaigning a gene*.! election is im- 
mediately held. If the people choose 
a majority of members in fa^or of the 
new plan" the lords accept It without 
further obstruction. 


Thus the British constitution always 


can be amended by* the people them- 
selves, and within the space of two 
weeks. 


When an American is told the Brit- 


ish have an unwritten constitution he 
Is inclined to feel somewhat like the 
schoolboy on finding that the equator 
Is only an imaginary line—It-Is hardly 
worth 
talking about. 
Nevertheless, 


there is a written constitution in Great 
Britain. It Is not only written, but no 
clause In it has ever been erased since 
Its first sections 
were written 
and 


signed at Runnymede eight centuries 
ago. 


The British, however, with that 


blend of conservatism and progressive- 
ness peculiar to them, while retaining 
their written constitution Intact, have 
gone ahead and developed an unwrit- 
ten constitution also. As in the larger 
things, so in the smaller. Long after 
Catholics have been admitted 'to par- 
liament on an equality with Protest- 
ants the house never fails to go on its 
annual hunt for Guy Fawkes and his 
papist gunpowder plot in the cellars of 
Westminster. 89. 190. while members 
nightly hurry homeward in taxlcabs 
and tubes the eighteen century tradi- 
tion against statesmen venturing forth 
In the darkness until they have had 
an opportunity to form groups strong 
enough to hold their own against des- 
perate highwaymen is religiously ob- 
served in the cry that rings through 
the corridor at every adjournment, 
"Who goes home?" "Who goes home?" 


Thl* is the same spirit that pre- 


serve* the custom of having every act 
and action In the United Kingdom. In 
Canada, In Australia, In South Africa 
and throughout the self-governing de- 
pendencies run in the name 
of 
the 


king, although the monarch long ago 
ceased to rule. 
He Is become 
the 


most 
gracious and 
augtfst 
rubber 


stamp In the world. 


The 'British are too conservative 


ever to lay the ax to any part of their 
Institutions and ruthlessly cut It out. 
At the same time they are- too pro- 
gressive ' ever to confine themselves to 
a.n antiquated structure; they simply 
enlarge It as they require room for 
growth. 


Their form of government, therefore, 


is like an old house, to which wings 
and La have been added by successive 
generation and In which the modern 
improvements have been Installed as 
fast as their usefulness has commend- 
ed'Itself to the practical minds of the 
\occupants. 
. * 


render their veto. 
A resolution was 


passed which provided that the lords 
might withhold their assent from a bill 
through only two sessions of parlia- 
ment, but It at a later session the com- 
mons should pass It for the third time, 
without watting for a new election, it 
should become a law 
regardless of 


their objections. The hereditary cham- 
ber refused to consent to this really 
revolutionary proposal, and now the 
house of commons has dissolved and 
the question Ha before the people In the 
present general election. 


Whichever side wins, the constitu- 


tion'will be amended. 
If the coalition 


gains a majority in. the new house of 
commons the veto resolution will be 
sent to the lords again, and if they 
should refuse to accept It the commons 
would call on the king to aid It in 
carrying out the- •will of the people. 
This call George V would have to obey, 
either by agreeing to pack the upper 
house with a horde of newly made 
peers or agreeing to sign' all bills 
thrice passed by the commons, not- 
withstanding the opposition of the up- 
per house. 


On'the other hand, if the conserva- 


tives should win, the house of lords 
would be obliged to reorganize. 
The 


peers themselves" were to well aware 
of the temper of the nation to stand 
In the way. 
As Lord Rosebery has 


said. "The house of lords has ceased 
to exist: it has surrendered its life to 
the nation." 


Thanks to the liberals and radicals, 


the Irish and the laborltes, the ancient 
principle of an hereditary legislative 
chamber has been overthrown. 
The 


lords dared cot accept the challenge 
of the coalition. They have, therefore, 
hastened to promise a. new and re- 
formed second chamber, If the people 
will only Intrust ths task ot reorgani- 
zation to the friends, rather than the 
foes, of the peers.

report of tjie bacteriological laboratory 
oE the state board ot health

diphtheria baccilli during the year end- 
ing Oct. 31 baccilli were contained In 
022. 
Of the 650 cultures 
examined 


during last October 173 showed 
the 


baccilli. 


The most serious epidemic prevailed 


during the month of November. 1909. 
During the year there were twenty- 
six positive specimens received from 
Wayne county, twenty-five from Vlgo. 
seventy-one from Madison, twenty-six 
from Hendricks. seventeen from Knox

county.
